The planning 
process will he revitalised and work 
on the Sixth live Year Plan will be 
taken up without delay My Gov- 
ernment will announce at the time o* 
the presentation of the final budget 
later this year the details of the 
economic programme that is proposed 
to be followed 

I now come to external relations 
My Government will honour all the 
commitments made by the previous 
Government It stands for friendship 
with all our neighbours and other 
nations of the world on the basis of 
equality and reciprocity and will fol- 
low a path 0/ genume non-alignment 
I am glad to say that my Government 
Will bo hosting a meeting of the Non-

schedule lies ahead cf you In the 
coming months. There is today a 
mood of expectancy in the country 
and I trust that you wHI co-operste 
fulljr In attending to the business that 
win be placed before you by Govern- 
ment, with thoroughness and expedi- 
tion. I commend you to your tasks 
and wish you alt eucesa.

11 Apart from the welcome im- 
provement in the punctuality of pas- 
senger train services, the current year 
abo witnessed introduction of a num- 
ber of super fast long-distance Mail 
and Express trains to connect impor- 
tant State Capitals and cities Some 
of these super fast trains, such as the 
Tamllnadu Express the Karnataka 
Kerala Express the Jammu Tawi- 
Bomboy Express and the Gomti Ex- 


press have considerably reduced the 
journey time and have made travel 
comfortable R has been possible to 
introduce these trams without any 
substantial additions to the facilities 
existing at the various terminal points 
and also without affecting the growth 
of the freight traflic, which is essential 
to the growth of the economy of the 
country and for the viable working of 
the Railways It has to be mentioned 
m this connection that many of our 
important terminals like Delhi Bom-

Ultimately with regard to the 
question of fixing up the freight 
charges and fares I think, a new 
outlook Is necessary in the case of 
new railways for example, jt is not

Chairman. Sir, I am thankful to 
hon. Members on both 
House who Bave participated and 
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some constructhe suggestions re- 
garding the functioning of the rail- 
ivsys At the lerj outsei let me 
irake It quite clear that there are cer- 
tain limitations within v.hich v.c ore 
functioning at the time of preserta- 
tion of thi« mmi-budg*t This is not o 
full fledged Railwaj Budget but is just 
a Vote on Account and because tf 
the limitations placed on us It Is not 
possible to deal with the problems e a 
borately in all their comprehensUe 
character Therefore uilhin the from 
vork of these limitations certain 
propositions have to be put forward 
Some of the policy Issues that have 
been raised cannot be adequately dealt 
sMth at this stage for the very simpc 
reason that while we look over the 
administration we had to face th* 
hang overs of the past and unless we 
are able to clear the stabks It will 
not be possible for us to lay down 
certain firm policies to which we are 
Irrevocably committed 

At the very outset I would bke to 
spell out some of the policies wh ch 
were indicated in my budget speech 
earlier Both sides of the Hous-' have 
welcomed the categorical stat»m*nt 
that all the railwa> employees who 
have been cither suspended or dismi« 
sed a* a sequal to their pariicipatlor 
in the 1974 strike will be uncondilion 
ally reinstated I would like to go a 
step further and say that it has been 
done not merely In respon«e to the 
suggestions that have come on the 
floor of the House from Members like 
Shri Samar MuJtherjee and others I 
may take the House info conlfrfence 
and tell the Members of this House 
that after the presentation of the 
budget proposals to this House I had 
immediately a meetmg with the Chair- 
man of the Railway Board and tried 
to spell out the various steps that 
are to be taken in pursuance of the 
policies that were enunciated here I 
would like to spell out some of the 
details of the policy regarding rein- 
statement of the victimi«ed workers 
I would like to make it explicitly 
clear that the entire issue would not

oil and cotton Fortunately, we are In a 
position to import as much as we 
want of this edible oil and cotton, 
as e matter of fact, the previous 
Government have already taken 
auffiaent measures to import ade- 
quate edible oil and I find from the 
newspapers that it is already shaving 
an eSect on the edible oil price situ,*, 
tion Tn the same wey, we have taken 
steps for the purpose of importing

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■when I was dealing 'with the Depart- 
ment of Science and Technology, we 
have evolved a new patten of inte- 
grated development for the rural 
areas It is nothing but the applica- 
tion of science and technology for the 
purpose of uplifting the rural area> 
1 need not go into the details of it As 
a matter of fact I submitted a detail- 
ed document when l submitted the 
Budget last year and this has bec” 
considered not only in various semi- 
nars and forums inside India but 
It has been discussed In the inter- 
national forums also and it is accepted 
that perhaps there is no other alter- 
native except the integrated rural 
development for the purpose of solv- 
ing the rural problem the rural un- 
employment and eradication of 
poverty I am glad to find that a 
mention has been made m the 
President’s Address with regard to 
integrated development But some 
of us are under the impression that 
when We have to deal with the rural 
problems we do not require high 
science and high technology ] differ 
from it As a matter of fact it is for 
the purpose of solving the rural pro- 
blems and for tackling poverty that 
we require the most sophisticated 
technology Take for instance one 
basic thing which has got to be done 
for the purpose of Introducing and 
implementing the integrated rural 
development.

I can go on riving number cf bn- 
tanees where highest science and 


technology would be necessary But 
for the purpose of exploitmg natural 
resources what is important is if you 
go in for sophisticated technology, jt 
would be at the cost of the local man- 
power Therefore, that is where 
appropriate technology comes in for 
the purpose of exploiting and givmg 
employment to the large man-power 
available in the rural areas 

One area in which we can be proud 
of our achievement is with regard to 
our scientific competence and tech- 
nological capabibty I am sure the 
hon members would be glad to hear 
that we have the third )arg»st scienti- 
fic and technological manpower in the 
world With regard to quality thev 
stand ID comparison to quality of 
manpower in any part of the world 
and they are manning most sophUU- 
cated arcos in the venous parts of the 
world 

To-day we are in e position to 
tackle poverty We have the technical 
manpower We have built up scientific

that there was prosperity in the coim- 
try and you were selling foodgrains 
at very cheap prices in the fair-price 
shops why the issued quote by the 
Government, has not been taken by 
the fair price shops’ Why in fair 
price shops, the stocks were getting 
accumulated and not sold out’ That 
was because real purchasing power 
was nof there with the masses, there 
was severe unemployment They 
were unable to buy them despite the 
fact that they were available In falr- 
pnce shops This indicats ve-y 
poor conditions in which th© masses

Another point which was made in 
the Budget speech by the new 
Finance Minister was about un- 
employment I know employment has 
been a uajor factor m this country 
But takir g into account all the things, 
there has been a definite improvement 
in the ui employment situation in this 
country but much remains to be 
done That has beert agreed by 
everyone You cannot say that the 
previous Go\ernment did not do any- 
thing in this regard Much has been 
done but still a lot more has to be 
done But we want that this un- 
empIojTnent problem should be solved 
fn a way where all the youth of the 
country irould have their participa- 
tion. I recollect the speecn made by 
an hon Member from the treasury 
benches saying that the 20-Point Pro-

I warn this Government that if in 
the name of freedom, absolute fieedom 
IS allowed in the commercial field, if 
absolute freedom is allowed to tiadera 
of all classes and of all types of people,

verdict has no meaning whatsover 
And then be goes on to say .. 
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SHRI VASANT SATHE The mean- 
ing IS don t gloat over it 

SHRI H M PATEL Who is 
gloating over it’ There is no ques- 
tion of gloating over it I am merely 
quotmg very quietly from the obser- 
vations of Mr Subramaniam himself 
I am expressing my surprise that 
someone like Mr Subramaniair 
should have let fall remarks of this 
nature which clearly car only mean 
that some-how he wishes to show 
that the south and the north are 
different The only reasonable in- 
ference from this should he for the 
Congress Party to make enquiries as 
to why is it that the north has so 
completely and thoroughly repudiated 
the Congress Party That is the real 
matter for his consideration 

You can go on to say that the 
Janta Party may equally go into the 
question as to why the south has 
voted as it has done Cert-unly you 
can say that but there is no question 
of making remarks such as Mr 
Subramaniam has chos'»n to make 

Mr Subramaniam goes on to say 

“I am sorry I have seme more 
unpleasant tlUngs to say Even the 
three members who adorn the 
Janti Parly from Tamil Nadu 
today did not come as Janta Partv 
people They came in the disguise 
of Cong(O) 

What is the disguise? They are 
Janta Party members. They sub- 
scribed <0 the Janta Party program- 
mes and policies Then he goes on 
to say 

“Take all the mightj Janta 
heroe<i — Shri George FemandM 
Shri Madhu Limye, Shri Ravlndra 
Vsrma, Shri II V Kamath— all of 
them sought poLtIcal asylum tn~— 
*ee the sneering term— .“the en- 
llghfaned State of Dthar Instead of 
facing their own people In their 
Own home Slates'*' 


Is Mr Subramaniam so completely 
unaware of the Constitution of this 
country’ Does he not know that 
the Constitution makes express pro- 
vision that any person who is an 
Indian citizens has only to have the 
votmg right to be able to stand as 
a candidate in any part of the 
country’ The Constitution was in 
this way emphasising the fact that 
India IS one Why is Mr Subra- 
maniam suddenly so desirous of try- 
ing to say that this is not the case’ 

1 hoi« that it IS not llr Subra 
maniam s intention or that of the 
opposition to encourage divisive ten- 
dencies 

I appreciate Shn Subramaniam s 
kind words about myself but even 
here he has allowed some confusion 
to c’oud his thinking when he went 
on to express the hope that I would 
not allow rry Swatantra background 
to influence my thinking in regard 
to the budget that I would be pre- 
senting to (his Hou<e I would like 
to remind him that I now belong to 
the Janta Party and that those who 
ha\e joined the J’nta party what- 
ever their earlier background have 
accepted the policies and programmes 
which the Janta Party has laid be- 
fore xhe public It is that policy and 
programme which every member of 
the Janta Party whatever his or her 
background has accepted as the de- 
flmte policy and programme for 
which he or she will strive 

As th* Hous* knows this Govern- 
toctA came Wto power onVj a few 
days ago As such wg have had no 
time to formulate a coherent econj- 
mlc programme However (his pro-

ShrJ Subramanlons ba* criljfl»t5 nw 
for not having touched on tho ftate 
Of the economy in my budget «pcech 
This is not btxausc I ha%c no views 
on the state of the economy I re- 
frained frona doing so because 1 
intended to give n balanced 
ment of the state of the cconomv 
Its problems, prospects and policy 
options St the lime of the presenta- 
tion of the rcffulsr budget in Ma) 
However since Shri Suhramanlam 
has rnis<^ this issue I shait utihsc 
this opxMrtunity to say a few words 
on this subject 


I^t me say at the ^cry outset that 
7 do rot agree that the economy we 
h»\ e inherited is as rosy as painted bv 
Shrl Subrsmanlam and Shrt A C 
George Shrt Subramanian^ referred 
to the growth of national Income 
«f 8JS per cent in 1979-78 but he 
forgot to mention that this came in 
the wake of a growth of OA per cent 
of national Income in 1974-79 I need 
net tell the House that the increase 
in national income In 107S-79 was 
largely a consequence of faiourabie 
whether conditions That the state 
of the Indian economy Is far from 
healthy will be borne out by the 
fact that in the current year national 
income is at best expected to increase 
only by about 2 per cent Shri C 
Subramaniam conveniently forgot to 
mention this Agrtcultura) production 
as expected to show a substantial de- 
cline in the current year The pro- 
duction trends in respect of coarse 
grains pulses and oilseeds ere highly 
dJscouragmy Ev'n in a commodity 
like cotton offering an undoubted 
potential for growth wrong pricing 
and procurement policies of the 
previous Covernisent have led to a 
steep fall in production in the last 
two years Orcrall one can hardly 
derive any comlort from the fact that 
in the least four or five years there 
h»« been llUle increase In per eapsts 
^mo. This la hardly o record to 
feel proud ot The fact that the long 


term growth rate of mtlonal Income 
after nearly 25 years of planning has 
not exceeded 3Ji per cent per annum 
is an eloquent testimony to the 
cricncy of planning priorities and 
techniques followed bj the previous 
Government. As brought out in the 
document of the Fifth Five Year 
Plan prepared by the previous Gov- 
ernment in nearly 38 per eent ot 
districts in India, the growth rate 
during the ten year period 1982-83 
to 1672-73 was cither negative or 
less than 1 per cent per annum 

The proportion of people below the 
»> c Si uc,^id to an It 
toierabJe level The problem of un- 
employment flppcirs more menacing 
than ever before It is a great pUy 
that the Fifth Five Year Plan ap- 
proved last year bv (he previous 
Cevernment does not offer any 
tangible loIuUons to this grave 
problem 

Shri Sabrtimanlom referred to the 
primacy ot agricuVure to whUh be 
says tus GerrerTunent had been dediea- 
trtL However, the actual policies pur- 
sued ^ the previous Government do 
not convey this Imprcssloa He has 
stated that in sUocaUnj: resources for 
irrigalion, finance has not been a con- 
strain and that whatever money could 
be utUued efScIently has been provi- 
ded for If this indeed is the case then 
it b a sad commentary on the adminis- 
trative efficiency bequeathed to us by 
the previous Government In a coun- 
try where 79 per cent of the area St 
atlQ unlrrlgated there mas* be vast 
potential for a rapid expansion of the 
Imgatten faclUtfcs Why la irrigation 
potmtial not expanding fast enough? 
miy la it that wtiUsstloa of the irriga- 
tion potential that has actually been 
i^at^ continues to be unsatisfactory? 

If r may aay so the previous Covern- 
m«it deliberatdy stood in the way of 
optimum utilisatKm of the water re- 
sources of the country Inter-State 
water disputes wetfe allowed to drag 
on despite the pressing need for more 
ImealJOn The House perhaps knowa 
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that m the case of the Narbada pro- 
ject, the former Prime Minister refu- 
sed to provide the decisive lead even 
when all the four concerned States had 
agreed to adide by her award There 
has been no systematic planning of 
the vast ground water resources, parti- 
cularly in Eastern India 

Shri Subramaniam has talked about 
the improved performance of India’s 
industrial economy However, one 
cannot get away from the fact that 
despite a 9 per cent Increase in in- 
dustrial production in 1976-77, the rate 
of growth of industr al pro-ii-ljci in 
the last decade was no higher than 
4 per cent Even to day, i ’arge num- 
ber of industries such as coal, steel, 
textiles and engineeing are faced with 
lack of adequate demand which has 
greatly affected the growth of employ- 
ment opportunities Large number ot 
indu^nes show growing signs of sick- 
ness This 13 a state of affairs which 
cannot but cause alarm 

Both Shri Subramaniam and Shri 
A C George have referred to the un- 
doubated rapid growth of our esrports. 
However, even in this area, thie poli- 
cies of the previous Government 
showed Inconsistency and irco- 
herence Witness, for example, their 
attempts to export essential com- 
modities bke onions, raw cotton and 
groundnut oil, which m turn led to 
pressure on domestic supplies and con- 
sequantly a rise in prices, causing 
great hardships to consumers all over 
India. 


On the import side, despite mount- 
ing foreign exchange reserves, the 
previous Government failed *0 lalf® 
timely decisions for the Import of 
sensitive commodities like vegetable 
ells and raw cotton. Even though im- 
ports of vegetable oils are now be^n- 
ning to have a stabilizing effect on 
prices, these Imports were effected 
only after considerable delay; in the 
meanwhile the public und e r we nt great 
hardships It is no use boasting about 
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foreign exchange reserves if they 
cannot be used to promote the count- 
rie’s growth 

Shri Subramaniam and Shn A. C 
George have drawn the House’s atten- 
tion to the increase m inward remit- 
tances and they have argued that this 
was made possible by tba crack-down 
on smuggling under the Emergency 
Throughout their speeches th^ have 
sought to create an impression that 
they would like thte Emergency to be 
brought back and that this country 
needs a perpetual state of Emergency 
to lealiso Its economic potential We, 
on this side, completely repudiate that 
sort of assumption We sincerely be- 
lieve that it is possible to realize the 
fruits of economic growth without 
sacrificing fundamental rights, human 
liberty and the rule of law 

What surprises rue i» that with such 
deep concern about smugglers and 
smuggling, the previous Government 
should, after having allowed the emer- 
gency to continue throughout the 
period of the election process, have 
lifted It with such unseemly haste on 
the 21st of March, with the full know- 
ledge that the Prime Minister would 
be resigning within the next few days 
Surely, the previous Government, had 
they been wise and responsible should 
have taken steps to ensure that smug- 
glers and foreign exchange racketeers 
do not, upon release, run amuck and 
are rendered incapable of mischief 

We are determined nevertheless to 
see that smuggling is firmly curbed in 
a very real sense and I would assure 
this House that smugglers would not 
bo allowed to Indulge in antl-sodal 
action without let or hiniiince They 
will be given no quarter But while 
saying this, I should make it clear 
that We do not consider that the pro- 
clamation of emergeuey is the only 
method of keeping smugglers and 
foreign exchange manipulators in 
check It Is our firm belief that this 
, could be done by making effective use 
of the ordinary laws of the land. We 
also believe that wherever necessary

troyed But as I said earlier, the soil 
cover ig still very fine— It is the best 
in the country— and even now >t 
would be possible for us to preserve 
the eehological conditions and good 
environmental conditions by creating 
forests Some allocation has been 
made m the budget for forests, but 
my general experience hag been that 
there u a lot of waste involved Even 
if we plant trees, there is no attention 
given to their survival Trees are 
planted and reports are made thereon 
but no attention >s paid to how the 
trees survive I think we have to 
evolve a dillerent set up i” this area. 
Fortunately, In this ares, the people 
have a much better community 
awareness as far as social problems 
are concerned We should take ad 
vantage of that and see bow the com- 
munity awareness of Nagas can be 
used to protect the forest areas and 
to have additional plantation area« 

But the provisions which haie been 
made are not adequate to meet what 
I am suggesting We are racing 
against time and the piovislons 
which have been made in the Budget 
are low compared to the other sec- 
tors.

hluuster who probably enjoyed 
'Very little power in the Home Mini- 
stry at that tune because the junior 
Minuter was ruling went on saying 
*Oh a small percentage of people we 
have detained Nobody knows how 
many people were detained 
Thousands of people were detained. 
According to our information over a 
lakh and dfty thousand people were 
detained during the course of emer- 
gency Hot a single finger Was raised 
in protest Members of Parlia- 
ment were arrested and detained 
Why? Merely because they 
would not agree with the 
ruling Party or with the Prune 
Minister That Is the only crime that 
the Members have committed "What 
crime Mr Chandrasekhar committed 
A member of the Congress Party a 
Working Committee member Wiat 
crime Mr Ram Dhan coniimt- 
ted. He was the elected Secretary of 
the Congress Patty? why was he 
detained’ Did he do anything 
at all’ Why Was Dbarla detained 
No explanation was coming 
forth They were detained mere 
ly because they did not agree with 
the policies of Mrs Gandhi 'Who- 
ever did not agree ■with Mrs Gandhi 
was dubbed as a traitor Whoever 
helped her or said yes' for every- 
thing she said was considered as the 
Sreatest patriot in this country It 
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ia the most strange phenomenon that 
every single Minister of our Cabinet 
boued down his head. I think history 
will record that the attitude of those 
Mim«tprj< had been a shameful one 
In no other country were the 
Ministers so submissive to the Prune 
Minister as in this country during 
the Emergency Obviously they were 
afraid that they would themselves 
be arrested and Put in detention.

They have even obiecicd to some of 
us saying that Indiragl should be 
compiunented on accepting the 
verdict ol the people with Riunaiuty 
and grace and helping In the smooth 
transition Irom Congress Parly rule 
to Janata Party rule.

We 
the new government well The 
tty's requirements do not 

with a change in government, fh 
need of the hour is a just, and 
government which can bring 
rapid socio-economic growth. " 
shall, of course, do nothing that raej 
lead to dt>-stabilisatjon and 1 
Mr Chairman, my friendj Oppo*^* 
wiU not object, if i were to saf 
hope that the new government and 

the party power will not act m theit 
enpiiona of victory in a manner 
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which may lead to de-stabUisation 8S 
that would only dtflay progress and 
the implementation o£ our program- 
mes of economic development 

Wilh a person like Shri Morarjibhai 
as the Prime Minister the new gov- 
ernment cannot but creattj confidence 
In the people of this country Why 
only Morarjibhai? Everyone in tbe 
new government is a person of ability 
and distinction With such a galaxy 
of talent we shall all feel confidtfit 
and yet one can commit mistakes. 
Our party made mistakes There is 
no shame m accepting that We did 
make mistakes If we had not made 
mistakes we will not be sitting m 
the Opposition today 

The new government and the new 
party can also make mistakes It 
Will be our duty and endeavour to 
point out these mistakes and suggest 
correctives We shall naturally feel 
free within the rules of constitutional 
propriety to drnw the aitenUon to 
the lapses and shortcomings of the 
functioning of the new government 
When we And that policies are being* 
initiated which in our opinion are 
not conducive to the welfare of the

not important What one of my 
colleagues was trying to point out 
was — and if they only had the pati- 
ence to listen — they would have 
underatood hint. 

What one of my colleagues was 
trying to pomt out was that while 
the rnajonty of the people have given 
their verdicts against us the voting 
pattern djd reveal a certam peculia 
nty We find it difficult to believe 
that this was an accident There 
must have been pohtical sociological 
Or economic reasons for this kmd of 
a voting pattern The voting in the 
middle belt uas divided At one end 
It was totally against us, at the other 
end It was totally with us Could it 
be that the emergency and the so- 
called excesses of the emergency did 
not touch some parts of the country 
or could It be that family planning 
was differently understood or im- 
plemented m these areas* I know 
that in the years to come, scholars 
would write learned doctoral theses 
On thu subject and yet let us not 
overlook this fact in the immediate 
present. It will require great tole- 
rance and sympathetic understanding 
between the Government and the 
opposition to ensure that the different 
voting patterns in different regions 
are not exploited to the country s 
disadvantage 

"Would you not, Mr Chairman, 
agree that this can easily be exploit- 
ed by unscrupulous persons? Is it 
not the dut) of the opposition to 
cautiOR the Coiomment against 
possible dangers? Speaking to gome 
of my own colleagues, I have cx- 
ptcs«ed the hope that the Congress 
Working Committee will go into this 
question and ukg appropriate action 
to study and analyse, hove an ana- 
lysts conducted on how and why this 
voting pattern occurred. It would 
help our functioning To gay that 
the oiemheimlng msjor.ty o( the 
resp^cd leaders of the Janala 
Party came from a particular region 
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and hence they had a greater impact 
in t'-at region 14 a very superficial 
reading ot the situation Shrl Jaya- 
pralash Narayan 1* not ® regional 
leader- he is an all-lndio leader who 
is greatly respected all over the 
country The Chairman of the Janata 
Partv now the Prime Minister is not 
a regional leader He has been one 
of our colleague, and yet In hia own 
State the \tdict was divided It was 
a mixed verdicL All these Indicate 
the need for a carelul study but I 
do hope that In this process of study 
and analysis there will be no mud* 
slinging or rccrunmation. 

The Presidents Address Mr Chair- 
man, lists a senes of Acts that ha\e 
to be annulled or amended. There Is 
a reference to proposed constitutional 
amendments including the repeal of 
the 42nd Amendment We shall wait 
to see the Bills in them final form 
and shape before we ^ve our teac* 
tlons There may be areas in which 
we would support the Goienment 
because we are sensillies enough to 
the verdict of the people but there 
may be other areas which do not 
steam from the terdict of the people 
and there we may hare to disagree 
With GovExnment proposals Each 
BUI and each clause wiU have to be 
evaluated and considered on its 
merits While there wiU certainly 
be no blanket opposition to the Gov- 
ernment 5 proposals there can be no 
assurance of blanket support. I hope 
this will be imdetstood as a fair and 
construe ive approach. 

I shall not at this juncture go into 
details except to say that after 30 
years of independence we <eem to be 
moving towards a health) two-party 
system for the first tune This augur, 
well for stability, democracy and 
progress. But the very emergence 
of a two party system imposes its 
own limitations and logic Oq the tunc, 
tjonmg of both Government and the 
Opposition. Neither the Government

That ts the gestation penod 
On capital projects has to be short- 
Projects chosen have to jlfeld resul 
quicklv 1 will give you one example 
—oil cxploralion The investment in 
oil exploration U high and >et yoti 
will be interested to know that lh» 
amount invested m oil explorat oa 
comes back to us in 12-18 „ 

The gestation period if short. I • 
only cilmg this as an example At 
the same time Mr Chairman, we 
cannot and should not imtiate 0 
advocate poliaes that may lead t® 
either a wage-push or cost push J®* 
flation. This country cannot afford i*. 

■niere would have to be some ar^ 
where we would have to evolve a bi 
partuan pobey by mutual discussiW 
and consultation between the Hon^* 
Mmjlcrs of tbe Covemmeit and if ‘ 
may use the British phra'cology tb® 
Members of the Oppositions shadow 
cabinet. Obviously foreign affairs 
One such field I am happy to see 
that there is a reference in the F*®* 
sidents address wherein non-abgn- 
meot IS accepted as the pobey of the 
new Government.

MR DEPLTY-SPEAKER Shri 
Ravindra Vjrn-.a to make a statement 

THE MINISTER OF PARLIAMENT- 
ARY AFFAIRS AND LABOUR (SHRI 
RAVINDRA VARMA) Sir. a statutory 
Wage Board for non journalist news- 
paper emplojees was constituted by 
the Central Government on the lllh 
June, 1975, under section 13C of the 
Working Journalists and Other Nens 
paper Emplojees (Conditions of Ser 
vice) and Miscellaneous PrcmsioDS 
Act, 19oS 

A similar Wage Board lor tiorking 
Journalists was also constituled under 
section 9 of the Act, on the 6tb 
February, 1978 The Central Govern 
ment, beuig of the opinion that U was 
necessary to fix interim rates of wages 
both in respect of non journabsl em 
ploycee and workmg Joumabsts, sought 


the advice of the two wage boards In 
the matter The advice of the Wage 
Board for non-journalists as well as 
that of the Wage Board lor Working 
Journalists was made available to 
the Government in June and October, 
1976 respectively Both the Wage 
Boards were of the view that non- 
journalists and worldng journalists 
should be given rebel from the tst 
June. 1975 The Wage Boards also 
proposed further enhancement in the 
quantum of relief from 1st January. 
1976 An immediate decision should 
have been taken in view of the urgency 
of providing relief to the employees. 
Unlortunatoly. the then Government 
took no decision In the matter and 
kept tbe question pending 

Government have now taken a deci- 
sion to fix immediately the interim, 
rates of wages under sections 13A and 
13D of the Act on the basis of tbe 
advice tendered by the Wage Board 
for the Non joum^sts and tbe Wage 
Board for Working Journalists. Gov- 
ernment have also considered earefullF 
and sympathetically the question of 
grant of relief from the 1st of June, 
1975 as proposed by the two Wage 
Boards While the Government can 
well understand the case for reirospcc.. 
tive fixation of interim w age rates, they 
have to consider the matter within the 
framework of the law Whereas sub 
section (3) of section 12 of tbe Act. 
enables final recommendatlbns of Wage 
Board being brought into operation 
retro^ecUvcly, there is no such pro- 
vision In the existing Section 13A re- 
lating to tbe flxabon of intenra wage 
rates The law as It stands, therefore 
does not clearly empower the Govern- 
ment to fix interim wage rates re 
Irospectively. Government, therefore, 
propose to take early action to ex 
amine in detail whether Section 13A of 
the Act needs to be changed to give 
clear power to Government to fix 
interim rates of wages with retrospec- 
tive effect. ” '

A similar Wage Board lor wrorkisg 
journalists was also constituted under 
section 9 ol the Act, on the 6tli 
February 19 6 The Central Goxern 
ment, being ol the opinion that it was 
necessary to fix interim rates ol wages 
both n respect ol non journalist em 
ployees and worfcmg Journalists sou^t 


the adtlce of the two wage boards in 
the matter The advice of the Wage 
Board lor non Journalists as well as 
that of the Wage Board lor Working 
JoumalUts was made available to 
the Government in June and October 
IS 6 respectively Both the Wage 
Boardi were of the view that non 
fournaltsts and worklrg journalists 
should be given relief from the 1st 
June 19"5. The Wage Boards also 
proposed further enhancement vn the 
quantum of rel cf from 1st January, 
IS'd An immediate decision should 
have been taken In view ol the urgency 
ol providing relitl to the employees. 
Unlortunaloly the then Government 
took no decision In the matter and 
kept the question pending 

Government have pow taken a decl- 
fcon to fix Immediately the interim 
rates of wages under sections 13A and 
13D of the Act oa the basis ol the 
advice undeted by the Wage Board 
lor the Nonjoum^sts and the Wage 
Board lor Working JouraalisU. Cov 
cmmcnl have also considered carefully 
and sympathetically the question ol 
grant ol rebel Iron ihq 1st ol June 
197$. as proposed by the two Wage 
Boorda While the Government can 
well understand the case lor retro^pcc. 
tlve fixation ol interim wage rates, they 
have to consider the matter within the 
Irame vork ol the law tVhereas sub 
section (3) ol section (2 ol the Act. 
enables final recommendations of Wsfi® 
Board being brought into operation 
retrospectively there Is no such pro- 
vision m the existing Section 13A re- 
lating to the fixation ol interim wage 
rates. The law as It stands therefore 
does not clearly empower the Govern 
ment to fix Interim wage rates re 
IrospecUvely Government, therefore 
propose to take early action to ex 
amine in detail whether Sect on 13A of 
the Act needs to be changed to give 
clear power to Government to fi* 
interim rates of wages with retrospec 
tlve effect. 

I am glad to announce that without 
delaying the matter further Govern 
ment have decided to take action to 
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fix the Interim wage rates according 
to the recommendations ot the two 
Wage Boards, to come into immediate 
elT®et from the date oi notification 
1 am also glad to inform the House 
that as a result of the fixation of the 
interim wage rates there wiU he in 
crease m the existing emoluments of 
non journaLst employees ranging from 
Ks 23 to Rs 85 pm. depending upon 
the class of newspapers weekLes, 
periodicals etc to which they belong 
In the case of viorking journalists the 
increase nail similarly range from 
Rs 85 pm to Rs 131 pan. ReLef is 
also being given to part time corres* 
poadent^

which came to power in 1!)57 was 
routed by the people Hardly thirty 
of their MLAs in a House of 133

That the House regrets that the 
Address has not dealt with Imme- 
diate steps to restore judicial mde 
pendence and integrity in porlJcu- 
lar by neutralising Judges who haxe 
plojed on unjudicial rote in sup- 
rotting in'" Emergenej and those 
n,ho vore tr>ing to destroy Indian 
democracy ” 

It is ueH to recaP Sir that In <>7I 
1he Ruling Party started the theory 
of ‘committed judiciarv in the coun- 
trv We vsho knew the dangers o' a 
‘committed judiciarj’ realised at that 
time that the ruling Party had de- 
cided to become the only Party in 
the country and to destroy democra 
«y and the rule of law because an 
Independent judge ond an honest 
ludge 18 ultimately of use to the 
underdog to the weak and to the 
Opposition and never to the ruling 
Party and therefore when they talk 
cd of a ‘committed judiciary* we 
knew that by th^ IneN'orable electoral 
process they had no Intention of ever 
becoming the Opposition in the coun 
try and that is why they wonted a 
‘committed judiciary' Vfe started 
our fight against this We started a 
national debate But In 1973 you uill 
recall that a Chief Justice was induct- 
ed Into office by superseding three 
senior Judges of the Supreme Court 
Judges to r^hom ultimately monu- 
ments will have to be erected some 
day m this country to honour their 
memory to preserve their memory 
and I think the people of this corm- 
try will have to worship those Judges 
who were superseded You will re- 
call that the Chief Justice was creat- 
ed by a person who was a potential 
litigant in the Supreme Court At 
that tune the Prime Minister’s matter 
was pending before the High Court 
and it ^®s the cards that some 
day the matter will end up in the 
Supreme Court We protested that 
no future litigant in the Supreme 
Court has a tight to tinker with the 
constitution of that court before which 


the matter of that litigant was going 
to appear and it came to be true, it 
proved to be prophetic 

The Chief Justice presided over the 
Ji mne ®f the aop-al fi’ed by the very 
person who had inducted that Chief 
Justice into nflicc 

Sir Article 121 of the Constitution 
prevents me from going into the con- 
duct of a judge in the diacharge of 
his duty I can only recall events 
In April 1976 may we recall that 
the Supreme Court delivered a judg- 
ment To my mind thg judgmen* 
delivered was such that any judg" 
must feel ashamed before he puts hia 
signature upon »l Did it o s ‘At 
the order of detention however v ala 
fide however mabeious and however 
corrupt cannot be challenged before 
a court of law so long a* the £mor- 
goncy wos in force 

At this point Mr Deputy Speaker 
1 wish to digress a bit Our High 
Commissioner m London Mr B K 
Nehru in a signed article on the 12th 
of January this ytar only si* days 
before the elections were announced 
published in The London Tnnei called 
the Keshavanenda Bharatis judg- 
ment of the Supreme Court an hn 
famous judgment The Keshava- 
nanda Bbarati judgment was a judg- 
ment which merely soid that the Par 
hainent b> its majority cannot con- 
vert India s democracy into a monar- 
chy cannot destroy democracy and 
substitute a dictatorship Tin, -simple 
judgment this great judgment this, 
historic judgment of the Supreme 
Court was chara teds’d by Mrs 
Gandhis High Commissioner in Lon ’cn 
in a signed article as an infamou« 
judgment I wi^h to ask IlTien has it 
become permissible for our diplomatic 
representatives in foreign countries 
to abuse our Supreme Court judges 
and ccIUclze judg-tnen s inlernpwatelj 
delivered by the Supreme Court? 
This gentleman ought to be recalled 
forthwith This gentleman have ha- 
rassed every patriotic Indian residing 
in London and he is 'he author of 
that document, the j»J‘*-or£hip of 
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[Shrl Bam Jelhmalaru] 
which IS now being disowned by the 
then ruling Pam a document which 
was circulated throughout the coun- 
try in the form of Draft constitution 
al proposals Those constituUonal 
proposals when tliej were senousl> 
debated by the countrj and condenm- 
ed all o\er Ihg country were dropped 
and today e\en their authorship i:» 
denied But the world knows that 
Mr hehru was the author of those 
constitutional proposals They were 
quite disgraceful The Prime Minis- 
ter of the country was to be the head 
of Indian judiciary under tho^e pro- 
posals' Th s Mr Neh u ought li be 
publicly cordemned and the least that 
the government ought to do is that 
he must be made to face ah enquiry 
While judges m this country were 
being transferred for extraneous re®* 
sons the Gujarat High Court held 
that the Presidents order of transfer 
of a Gujarat Judge vas t. '"01*1 /tde 
order— m a signed article again he 
told the Bniish public that no judge 
had been transferred m India except 
two judges and both those judges had 
transferred becauae they were 
to be p’OTOted as Chef Ju«tlces m 
other High Courts When I went to 
London my friends brought this to 
my notice and told me this is that 
the British High Commias oner bas 
slated T had to write an article in 
the Guardian of l^n Ion pr nling cut 
that 35 Judges had been transferred 
I gave Ihcir ram’s and the High 
Courts from which they were trans- 
ferred I told tlie High Commissioner 
that he was lying in writing to th» 
Bntisn publ c Alter that the lligi 
Commissioner had no had the moral 
courage to go bc'ore the B lUslv pub 
lie and set th= record right This Is 
aro'her ebargt aga nst this High 
Commit oner he ought to be recalled 
lor having lied to the British public 

There is not one leader of this 
country— I rm not talking of those 
leaders tn the opposition, 1 am talk- 
tns of the great patriots of this coun- 
try who had been In jail and who 


suffered for the cause of the Lwiiaa 
independence movement for the last- 
19 months — ^who has not been malign- 
ed by this High Commissioner either 
on television or on radio or in ibe 
Press or through public interviews 
and I think he deserves some punish- 
ment for that. 


I say that the most historic judg- 
ment which the Supreme Court haff 
ever delivered is the Keshavanand 
judgment which says that you canno 
convert democracy mto a dictator- 
ship High Commissioner has no au 
verse comment against the judgm^r 
delivered by the present Chief Justice 
in which he holds that you can shoot 
down a detenu or a prisoner, starve 
him to death or put him on an ice 
pack and subject him to third degre® 
methods Presumably he considers 
this judgment good and famous 

Let me say that this last judgment 
wa* delivered after the elections were 
announced in this country Election* 
were announced on 18th January * 
heard the Vews in New York, 1 said 
it publicly that the teat of Mt* 
Gandhi s so called detnocraey is alioul to 
arrive In the next three or four days 
Justice Khanna has now to become 
Chief Justice of this country if Wrs. 
Gandhi has got the lamp of democracy 
rekindled in her heart, she is not 
going to interfere m this matter but 
will al’ow the judiciary to remain ni 
tact Within four days Mrs Gandhi^ 
government failed that test she agam 
interfered with judicial promotion* 
she again tinkered with the Supreme 
Court and appointed a person 
Chi’f Justice by way of reward 
a bad and cruel judgment 

I wish to say to this House that tb® 
in l“pendcnce of the judiciary and ib® 
p«-itv of the fountain of Justice can 
never be resiored as long as this 
Justice continues to occupy ib* 
position This government 
s*oop to removing a judge from OS' 
But let ire say that the govern"’'"^ 
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must make It clear to the Chief Justice 
that he is an unwelcome occupant of 
the cha‘r and the sooner he goes, the 
sooner h’^ will please the goi eminent 
and the people of this country If 
after this statement fonnally and 
puWidy made he continues to remain 
in otRcc let him do so we will have 
cleared our conscience and done our 
du*y by the judiciary of India and we 
shall have earned out the pledge 
which we have made m the manifesto 
that restoration of judicial mdepend 
ence shall he one of its chief Items 

During the penod of emergency 
the Congress Government has Iran* 
ferred judges for extraneous reasons 
and those judges must forthwith be 
lecalled to their original homes from 
which they were shifted to punish 
them for delivering judgements against 
the government I can recall Jushce 
Laht of the Bombay High Court who 
had the moral courage to release an 
RSS prisoner charged under the 
Defence of India Rules cn bail In 
doing «o he did not lay down a new 
proposition of law he followed the 
ruling of the Division Bench of that 
High Court which was binding upon 
him When be released ’hit RSS 
per* on on bail the Government of 
the day saw to it that ho was corfinn 
ed after tw*o years and todav thit iran 
is no more a Judge of the High Court 
He is practisingintheSup emcCourt 
And we cannot set righ* the juiLclary 
and the Judicial tone unlc's we iccall 
such p-oat snd pitriotic jud"cs and offer 
them fresh judicial appointments 

Simi C M STEPHEN (Idukki) 
Sir, 1 have a Doin‘ o* ord»r 1 will 
only invito your atlcnticn to Article 
321 of the Constitution Article 121 
of the Constitution states as fallows 

‘121 No discussion shall take 
place in Parlliment with r<^ptct to 
the conduct of any Judge of the 
Supreme Court or o* s High Court 
In the d'seharge of his duties except 
upon ® motion for preenting an 
address to the President praying 


for the remo/dl of the Judge as 
heremafter provided” 

Now a reference is being made to 
the Judge of the Supreme Couit, to 
the Chief Justice of the Supreme 
Court, specifically referring to their 
conduct m the discharge of their 
duties and even going to the extent of 
sajrmg that unless those judges are 
remo\ed, ends of justre wiR not be 
met This is gross violation of the 
Article 121 of the Constitution and I 
will pray that these observations may 
not form part of the debate 

SHRI RAM JETHMADANI Altcle 
121 talks of the judge m the discharge 
of his duty When Mr Justice Beg, 
appeared on th« TV of tins country 
and proclaimed that the Emergency 
was good and that it had produced 
beneficial results he was not discharg- 
ing his duties

meets which were made during the 
Emergency inflicted end foisted a 
nominated Chairman upon the Bar 
Council of India. Ihe Atiomej 
Geneiol became the Ez-OJicto Chair- 
man of the Bar Couned ot India in 
place of an elected Chairman Sir 
I hare had the honour of being for six 
scan the elected Chairman ot the Bar 
Council of India and while I was 
sbroad they did not elect another 
Chairman because they did no* have 
the courage to c'ect another Cbaitiwan 
They knew that the Bar was so 
ir dependent that they would not 
select another person in tny place, 
then they went to Parliament and 
prostituted the parliamentary process 
bv parsing these amendments and 
imposing th* At omey General upon 
the Bar of this country at the Central 
Jevel and at the State level they 
inposed Advocate-General as the 
.gai.’i'ma’' Ji* .ftnuiaijs 

"You will be amazed that In the Ddht 
■Bar Council where there is no 
Advocate-General, there was a ver> 
extraordinary provision made The 
extraordinary provndon was that a 
nominee of the Central Government 
shall become the Chairman The 
nominee could only be a nominee of 
the I-aw Minister It Is well knerwn 
that during the emergency If there 


was one member of the bar who haa 
disgraced the rel'os of the profession 
It was Mr Lailt Basin who had been 
at one lime Chairman of the Delhi 
Bar Council Mr Gokhale saw to it 
ihit hp became the nominated Chair 
mm ot the Delhi Bar Council after 
It hid pt.ssed a n<xonfldence motion 
ag iinst him So my second amend 
meat sajs that steps must be taken 
to repeal the amendments to tho 
Advocates Act which had been made 
during the emergency and we mu«t 
restore the elected office of the Chair 
man of ih B r Council of India as 
well as th« Chairmar of the S'ale Bar 
Councils That is the only way the 
auternmy hrd independence and fear 
le«7ift,s 0/ the bar can again be 
restored to their pristine story 

My third amendment refers to the 
role of the Attoraev General of India 
in destroying an independent bar 
He has fortunately resigned and there- 
fore I do not wish to make any 
comments upon what he has done to 
destroy the independence of the bar 
But 1 would like to say that In select 
tag our future Attorney Generals wa 
must adopt some criteria One crite- 
rion IS that apart from his ability to 
stay In that offlee other things being 
c<tua) we must appoint people who 
during the emergency had the moral 
oourage to go to the people and say 

"e must light the emergency 
consider emergency to be an unnuti 
gated evil and wc ere wedded to the 
ConsU ution of India ” Only such 
persons should be appointed to high 
legal offices and not others who did 
not have the moral courage to opc” 
their mouth whatever might have 
been their inner feelings which they 
nrtght have disclosed Jn •private 
their close "friends 

My fourth amendment deals with 
the aromaly of continumg to keep 
under detention without trial persons 
who are alleged t© have committed 
sonw crime but which has not been 
proved This is contrary to the basic 
concept of the rule of law Thou^ 
we have released persons detnl®®° 
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under MISA there is another hated 
lav. on our statute bool.. Freedom, 
Sir la in grave danger r\hen an evil 
lift IS applied for a beneficent 
purpose becau'^e the human mind gets 
■attuned to the evd. and does rot resist 
the insidious and slow encroachment 
on hbe-tj COFEPOSA is a Jaw 
-which has been made O'tensihlj for 
tno purpose of detaitung smv^lets 
Attention without tnal of any person 
who is no* proved to be guilty Js an 
evil The Supreme Court — before Mrs 
Gandhi interfered with it — has laid 
down time and agam that the rule of 
law cn 's where detention without 
tr ai begins They 'aid it not onij in 
the case of political prisoners bu» 
also in the case of other offenders 
There is a fallacy involved in the 
argutnont that w© arc dealing with 
smigsl'»rs \ou are dealing with only 
tho«e who are alleged to be smugglers 
it ha* ret be*n proved that tti«y are 
smugglers I will giv e you two glaring 
misuses of the law tn Punjab an 
opposition Ahali leader was detained 
under COFEPOSA merely because he 
was the political opponent of the Chief 
Minister of the State Let me tell >ou 
something mote which will shock you 
"While Haji Mastan was m jail the 
TJirecfor of Revenue Intelligence sought 
nn interview with him in jail This 
is on Sessions Court record and 
I have said It In public meetings. 
Tfobody has denied it The Director 
of Revenue Intelligence sought an 
interview with him not for Intefrogat 
mg him but for recording of his 
sta‘emcnt in which he was e^Pwted 
to Implicate the present Prime Munster 
of this country in act of smuggling 
When 1 cross-cvamincd the Director 
of Revenue Intelligence la court, he 
admitted that he had gone to meet 
Tlajl Mastan to record his statement 
in which he wag expected to implicate 
Morarjlbhai in smuggling But the 
onlv divergence between HaJi Mastan 
and the Director was that while IJait 
Mastan Slid that be camo cn his owtj 
the Director of Revenue Inlelllfcnee 
said that llajl Mastan had Invbcd 
him On a point on which there fs 
difference of opinion between Hojl 


Mastan and the Director of Revenue 
Intelligence I will accept wha* the 
Dirccto' of Revenue Intelligence says 
But kindly apply your mind and 1 
want the House to apply its mind 
I want those gentlemen opposite to 
apply (heir mind as to how this 
COFEPOSA has been mis-applied and 
IS capable of bemg mis applied in 
lu me Vovi can haul up any pouiical 
opponent 

A further paradox of continuing 
detenUoD without tnal of these 
persons is that most of the big fnes 
have now been let off and only small 
ones against whom there was no 
allegation that the emergenej was 
being misused or that it was necessary 
to detain them for the purpose of 
dealing with the emergency are 
rotting in custody for the last so many 
years I want to appeal to my 
Government that this is an evil 
institution and this evil ms itutlon 
mus* go A» 0 result of this evil 
institution all Civilised investigation 
has com© to an end in the country 
Nobody wants to investigate crime 
today A «eeret inlelligerne report is 
enough to lock up anybody It is not 
necessary to do anything further In 
the matter No investigation is done 
and no witnesses are called In the 
interest of improving our investigating 
machin'Ty I want that these deten 
(Ions without tnal should go and 
people should now be hauled up m 
regular courts according to the 
civilised methods of ctim nal Jaw 
which are Itnown to the thilised 
jurisprudence of this country 

The next amendment Is of very 
great importance but I snv going to 
drop it I go to Amendment No \2'i 
which stys but regret that the 
Address has not dealt wdth the urgent 
n“e<! to define by law the privileges 
of Icglriaturcg and to prevent legis 
laJlve de*T>oU<m ” 1 hope you will 
recall that swne time In ISCI or ’C5 
there was a serious dispute between 
the DP Vldhan Sabha and the Judges 
of the Allahabad High Court You 
wiR recall that a Journalist was 
imprisoned for contempt of the House 
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IShri Bam Jelhmalanii 
The journalist engaged an advocate 
and %\®nt to the Miahahad High Court 
and tino judges entertained his peti 
hoc When the UP Vidhaw Sabha 
carnt to know about this they issued 
Marrams of arrests against those two 
of the Allahabad High Court 
Thii IS legislative despotism and 
I oppeal to the Janata Government 
majcn'r party that restraint snould 
be rut on the majonty Itself Our 
v.hole Constitution is based on tbe 
theory that sometimes even the maio- 
nty car. go mad as in 1975 the ma}oniy 
had gone mad tVe can go mad again. 
The efote I want the majority to be 
restrained 

The article of the ConrtituUm fays 
that the privileges cf the Parliament 
shall be such as 'ihall, be defined by 
law We should now dedne those 
privileges by Uw and vie should not 
leave them in undiTerent'ated amor- 
phous and vague form that they shall 
be such as are enloyed by the Bnltsh 
House d! Commons on coming into 
farce of the Indian Constitution 

I am sorry that the leader of (he 
opposition Is not here He said the 
other day that be stands by the 4:nd 
Amendment I wonder Mhetbcr be has 
read that amendment One of the pro 
visions m the 42nd a'oendmen* apart 
from the fact that it is an outrageous 
piece of draftsmanship is that the prl- 
vileses of Parliament shall hereafter 
b** such as the Parliament may evolve 
In other words on any occasion the 
privilege of Parliament shall be sud» 
as the Parliament says they are The 
mischievous provision is that the 
Parliament is now relainlng to is^clt 
the DOiver to arrest .ludfcs jof ,thsv 
country, a power which was claimed 
b> the VJdhan Sabha in 1964 At that 
time, there rias an outcry throughout 
the country that the Parliament must 
sit down and define its own privileges. 
If the Janata Party does not do It then 
nobody Is go'ng to do It It will be the 
®rst duty of the Jana‘a Party to fulfil 
tts promise of restoring the balance 
between the people and the judges 


people and Ihe Parliament and the 
Patliamcnt and the judges This is 
an urgent step which has got to he 
taken 

Now I will lake up the last aiaend- 
ment which concerns our foreign 

policy In our democracy, the Leader 
of the Opposition occupies a very im- 
portant position In fact, he is supposed 
to have a lot of weight and it is a mat- 
ter for everyone to see that our Leader 
of the Opposition does carry a lot of 
weight I do not, therefore, blame Bim

the Presidents Address is light, It Ir 
corporates ihe entire 28 page manifesto 
of the parJv because jt says that tb® 
Government Is pledged to carry out the 
promises made In tfie manifesto 

One promise in the maudeato which 
unforlunalely finds eilher no or inade 
quale mention in the President's Ad 
dress is the very astounding. '5^^ 
courageous and very historic statement 
where it says that this country and it» 
govemtnent shall, not only preserve 
bumaa rights but shall flenounce She 
Molatio'i ot luiroa-i rights not only i® 
this country jut whenever and where- 
ver Ihex acair Kos^, This is really an 
ampUfieVion of tb * pledge which we 
have made lhat 'lereafter our non- 
alignment is going to be genuine non 
aligHTrcnl it is noi going to be spurious 
non alienment, which has been started 
In this country after 1953 Nobody can 
be no aligned It Somebody saj^ 
am going to have unalloyed n«r- 
Blignroenf, it is unallojed ijonsen*® 
and nothig less. We have pot t® 
aligned to some extent The expert- 
ence of the last ISth months has shown 
that if democracy has been restored 
In this country, it Is partly a* a xesul* 
of the pressures generated by dem^ 
cracies abroad, and that debt of grati- 
tude We cannot forget to esterh*^

Though there was little time for the 
new Government to formulate Ihejr 
policies, I should say that the Presi- 
dents Address should have given some 
indication of the direction in which the 
new Government wants to develop the 
economy of our economy But the 
Government’s Address does not Indicate 
any solutions for some of the pressing 
problems of our country 

The President’s Address gives im 
portance. rather high priority, to the 
rural economy lo the whole scheme of 
the economic development of our coun- 
try Nobody can have any objection ia 
that but I want to point out here that 
some of the very basic issues that affect 
the agrarian economy and the whole lot 
of our peasants agricultural woricers 
and tfae toiling masses in the rural 
areas, L^e the structural reform of the 
agrarian economy, have been complete 
ly ifmoml in the Address. 1 am referr- 
ing to the urgency of fmpkmontlng the 
land reform laws for which ihecullivo- 
tois. tenants and other tolling peop'e 
of the rural areas have been agitM ng 
for the last so many years. 

In th's ccnncctlon 1 have lo refer to 
some of the pronouncements of the top 
leaders of the Jamta Tarty including 
the present Prime Minister, during ‘ha 
election campa'gn that If the Janati 
Party was returned to power It would 
take away the Ninth Schedule fro-n 
the Constitution. The Ninth Schedule 
g ves corslllutional protection to lind 
reform hws eiried at brlretng ftieul 
fuwdiTTervtal *oclo.<«ronomtc eluinge'. 
pas«efl by th's Parliiment or the State 
Legislatures The JirpUcation of Its 
withdrawal Is that mllL'cns of peasinfs 
who have got cccviralion rights over 
their land* and alto Inndleis peopj- 
who have been glvm land as a r«j!t 
of land reform measures wili be drog* 
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[Shn P K Kodiyan] 
ged to the la^v courts ard subjected to 
litigation The result will be that these 
poor peep'e who do not have suOictcnt 
beneli lal capacity or resources to fight 
in the lav courts will lose tnefr land 
There on. these pronouncements of the 
Jai P rtv lerders during the eke 
tion crmoaicn together with the to*al 
ao'e i e oI anv reference in the AdJ'css 
to th uas i<suc of structural refortn 
in the igrari-‘n ecenornj creates appte 
hers on in the mmd« of the miUions of 
peasant-, and agricultural workers cl 
our country thit th» Janata Partv is 
not at all ntercst^d in carrying forward 
this basic reform which requires the 
eo-operalion of all the political parties 
in this count j and all those who are 
Interested in the welfare of the agne-t 
lural worUers ajid oth*r s^ctiot s of 
toiling people m the rural areas 

Mr Deputy Speaker Sir, the mo.'er 
of the Motion of Thanks to the Presi 
dent for his Address, Shrl Karpoori 
Thakur had made a reference to the 
Inadequate progress that was made 
during the Congress regime, duimg the 
previous regime in Impicmcn'ing land 
reform measures He gave some figu- 
es also ITc did not express further 
what the new Government will do or 
his party would do In order to complele 
the process of land reforms 

The Question of implementation of 
the land reforms and other Items of tee 
20-pQint programme were announced 
during the emergency by the former 
Prime Minister I know that the 20- 
point prograrae is being pooh pnohed 
by the hon Members In the Treasury 
Benches. But you cannot pooh poon 
some of the measures included tn the 
prosTamme for the benefit of the rural 
poor Ins'ead of the 20 point pro- 
gramme >ou may give It some other 
name, but some of the items which 
were ircludeci In the 20 po nt pro 
gramme like the minimum wages for 
agricullxiral workers, debt relief lor 
poor peasants, agneultural workers 
adlvos-s. Harljans and also the rbolt- 
tlon of bonded labour, and such other 


measures which were meant to protect 
the weaker sections of our people have 
to be pushed font ard and implemented 
If jou are sincere in jour profession of 
love and sympathy for the weaker sec 
tons and want to serve them then it 
IS joir duty and the duty of every 
se tion of this House to carry forward 
the implementation of those measures 
which are included in the 20-point eco- 
nomic programme which were meart 
for lh“ upliflment of the poor sections 
of the country 

I would like to point out that tlo 
Pres dent s Address does not give ?n} 
indication in what manner the nev 
Government would be going to hoU 
the price line This is a point on which 
the entire working people are very 
much agitated The pnee line can be 
held only if there is o country wide 
public dstiibuUon system through 
whKh essential commodities can be 
distributed to the people at cheaper 
rates But 1 want to point out here 
that the public distribution system as 
it Is existing today In our country I* 
quite loadequate The total number of 
fa r price shops that are now existing 
In our country will serve only 45 miUi 
on people out of 600 million people of 
our country Only In Kerala the*^ Is 
a State-wUe public distribution system 
In Maharashtra and West Bengal, cer 
tain areas have been brought under 
statutory rationing ty'tsm But, tak 
ing the country as a whole, the pubhc 
distr'bution system at present is quite 
Inadequate Without building up o 
country wide public distribuiion system 
which would effectively servelhe com 
mon people you cannot hold the ptlc® 
line 


Another point which I want to men- 
tion In connection with the holding of 
price line ij the questfon of prodoclns 
enough consumer goods In the pubhe 
sector, not to leave it to the private 
sector because we have seen how the 
private sector was behaving In the 
matter of producing consumer goads 
_ror example, take the question of pro- 
duction of controlled cloth for the com 
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mon people As far as the mill-owners 
are concerned whatever allocation was 
made thej failed to produce the allot 
ted quota of controlled cloth Then, 
fore 1 want to stress this point that 
the Government should come forward 
and start consumer industries £n the 
State sector so that Government will 
be m a position to have enough consu 
me- goods for proper distribution 
among the people 

I also fail to understand what Is th** 
policy of the new Goiemment m re 
gard to industrial development i 
know the bon Finance Minister while 
introducing the Budget said that the 
Budget did not represent the phlloso 
phy or the policy or the programmes 
of the new Government I do not know 
what >8 their philosophy So far as be 
is concerned he was a member of the 
S /atan r-* Party ard his philosophy 
was thit of free enterprise the 
freedom to anass wealth for ‘hose 
who are engaged m the Indus- 
trie »nd business sector the freedom 
fo- th* workers to be exploited the 
freedom for the poor people like i^r 
cultural workers who are very much 
suffering from uremployment ond 
iindcr-employment and low wages to 
star e If that is the philosophy that 
Ih s new Government is going to follow 
then I should saj nof only our econo 
my V ill suffer tall the concentration ol 
eccnoTiIc power In the hands of a few 
1 / 1 continue The result will be that 
th" disparitj of income amongst diffe- 
rent S’cl ons of the people will go on 
in reastng Therefore I would request 
the new Goiemmcnt to consider the 
ques ion of development of the econj 
mj as a whole taking Into account the 
respe live rol“s of the public sector a-i 
Ih'* private sector In Sev elopment 
of the economy 

The public "sector has to be further 
strengthened But in their manlfcsfo 
thej have said that there will be no 
further expansion of the public sector 
Tie publl- sector has grown Into a 
powerful economic factor in the deve- 
lopment of our economy Us enoncous 
pole’’tial can be used for self reliance 


and proper development of the econo 
my, for curbing the further growth of 
monopoly and for controlling market 
mecfaamsm through entering in‘o the 
pToductioti and uisTtjDuUoTi of”essentifil 
commodities m a big way I would 
urge upon the hon Finance Mini-.t'='r 
and also the hon Pnme Minister to

north, hw reply was may be, rigours 
of emergency were not as severe or 
as great 10 the south as in the north 
Therefore, what follows u that the 
«m»rgency as such without those 
Tigours was not opposed by the peo- 
ple (interruptions) I do not know 
whether family planning Or enforced 
sterilisation was part of the emer- 
gency . . (mtejTuptions) I entirely 

agree with the analysis of Shn. Morar- 
ji DesaL Therefore, emergency for 
the purpose for which it wws enforced 
•was approved by the people So, it 
was not a disapproval of the order 
of emergency What the people re- 
volted against were certain actions

People have given their verdict, 
they have elected you We are 
behaving as a responsible opposition 
Our contribution hereafter will be to 
demonstrate to the world bow a res- 
ponsible opposition must function 
There win not be such Incitements as 
were seen here m the last Parliament, 
those scenes which some of my friends 
wfill remember From here there will 
not be those scenes Hereafter there 
win be no necessity for MISA because 
the Congress is in the opposition. Wo 
do not believe in the sort of operation 
for the suppression of which MISA 
is necessary If you do not resort to 
Violence, If you do not resort to sub- 
version to the us» of ferronsm. this 
sort of measure will not be necessary. 

Hierefore the condemnation of the 
people was of both sides As far as 
I am concerned, aj far as my area is 
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concerned condemnation was ot the 
sort ot agitation that was brought 
about i>.hich necessitated the promul- 
gation ot the emergency May be in 
some other areas it was condemnation 
ot the misuse ot the powers which the 
emergenej gave So 1 subscribe to 
the statement not m the sense that 
the Government does but in a differ- 
ent sense Certainly upholding of in 
dividual liberty and democracy is 
sacred to the minds ot the people 
Whoever may violate it be it tne op 
position or the Government the peo 
pie b> their verdict have saig that 
they shall not do it 

This was th« issue whicj/we honest- 
ly put forward in mj constituency In 
our pamphlets and speeches “Do 
you approve of the emergency as you 
know it or not’ And they have up- 
held the proposition.

The traumatic experience of the 
last two years during which many

in Alipore Central Jail These are 
the two jails in my constituency in 
Calcutta South There will be many 
more If we include the figures of all 
the jails in West Bengal I do not 
know the position in the rest of India 
I believe the total figure will be stag- 
gering 1 would vwge on the govern- 
ment to see to It that not a day is lost 
before the large number of prisoners 
who are de*^ained without trial and 
langiushlng in jails ate released 

I was listening with rapt attention 
to the speech of Mr Stephen whose 
English language was very nice He 
was shedding crocodile tears about 
the rule of law He referred to the* 
withdrawal of the Baroda dynamltt 
case against Shri George Fernandes 
and some other eases Thg prisoners 


I whom I met in the Presidency Jail 
j told me that cases had been instituti 
cd against some of them and they 
were first produced before* a court of 
law in 1970 But the judges have 
been transferred thrice and the cases 
arc going on even today m 1977 
They are languishing m the jaib 
When Mr Stephen refers to enforce- 
ment of the rule of law^ at least we 
on the treasury benches have a duTe- 
rent view about rule of *aw Mr 
Stephen cOavenieatly forget the 
powerful speech delivered jn this 
House by my friend ohri Geo’^ge 
Fernandes The whole thing was frau- 
dulent The other daj. Mr Charan 
Smgh the hon Home Minister point- 
ed out that the emeregnej was im- 
posed only on the advice of the Prime 
Minister and the cabinet was Inform- 
ed of It only subseijuently My 
friend Shri Ashok Dutt was right 
when he was lamenting over Mr 
Chav 3 D the giant of Maharashtra, 
who had his backbone transformed 
into jelly and did nothing! Instead 
of touching on this and other com- 
plaints against them they are trying 
to divert the usue I suggest to the 
government that it 13 time that we 
declared a general amnesty for ell 
political prisoners of all categories 
This is the need of the houc The 
people of India have really transform- 
ed the whole country by taking the 
first step towards a silen* revolution 
To quote Shri Ashok Dutt agai^ this 
IS the first time m the world that a 
dictatornl regime could be removed 
peacefully through the ballot box 
It b only meet and proper that the 
others who are m jail vve^e also re- 
leased They are with uj In spirit 
and they are counting their days 
This is very urgent I b-lng this to 
the attention of the Houss in the 
hope that it will receive support

'Jumn.'K. ’’Ib/t 'tnfiLiJi 
cost of production should be the basis 
for the assessment of the price of the 
produce To have the same price 
structure for the whole of India will 
not be correct 

In order to remove the poverty of 
the rural masses one step should be 
to pimnde for a uniform wage rofe 
for all agricultural workers throush- 
out the country There should be no 
disparity In wage rates For exon- 
pRs in Kerala we ere paying Rs 7 
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IShri B K Nair] 

each to women agncultural workers 
and Rs 10 each to men agricultural 
workers, whereas m Andhra Pradesh 
where agriculture is more remunera* 
live, the wages paid are less, s® also 
in the Thanjavur delta the wages 
paid are less I do not think that 
there is any justification, whatsoever 
to have this sort o! disparity in the 
wages of agricultural workers partU 
cularly In view of the fact that in 
almost all other organized industries 
like cotton and sugar more or less un|. 
form wage rates havg been brought 
into force Why not have this uni- 
form wage rate in the field of agri- 
culture also which is now* being es- 
tablished on a State wnde basis’ The 
prices are fixed on a unifonn basb 
The wages also must be fixed on ^ 
uniform basis 

My own suggestion about rural de- 
^eIopment u to go m for a nation- 
wide programme of house-buildjng 
for the poor people It has a two fold 
advantage one Is providing shelter to 
the poor man, and the other Is prov- 
iding scale temployment If 

the locally available material Is util- 
ised It provides still a larger scope 
for employment In Kerala we had 
this programme of providing one lakh 
houses for the poor, and within a pe- 
riod of two years or so we have been 
able to provide not less than $5 000 
houses, and the remaining houses are 
also being built This has provided 
large scale employment to the poor 
poople thereto the brick makers, to 
the lime-makers masens, carpenters 
and other categories of labour etc 
Therefore as a measure of uroviding 
large scale employment In the rural 
areas house-building for the poor peo. 
pie — ^low cost housing— may be one of 
the programmes adopted by the Gov-

ry-side That will al«o provide em- 


ployment and that ts the only way by 
which we can build up a new eco- 
nomy 

We talk and Complain of migration 
from the rural areas to the urban cen- 
tres One Way of tackling this pro- 
blem IS to insist that mdustnes should 
hereafter be opened m rural centres 
only There should be no encourage- 
ment to industries coming up in urban 
areas The scope of industries sbouW 
be increased in the countryside and 
once the industries are taken there, 
there would be more scope for em- 
ployment and the entire village lif® 
would be brightened People would 
not come to the urban areas for find- 
ing employment Commumcation 

would be improved and general 
health would be improved m vil- 
lages This is one way of improving 
our rural side We should insist tfia* 
Industries should hereafter, as far a* 
possible, be set up m the countryside 

There is another important matter 
to which 1 would like to draw the at- 
tention of the House There are Jakhs 
of fishermen in our country residing 
on our external coastline They ere 
the neglected and forgotten peoP^® 

If we develop this sector and provide 
the required facilities a lot of relief 
can be provided to them The 
men as a class are taken for granted 
nobody has even sooken a word adooi 
them. They continue to be in po* t 
verty they continue to be in misery* 
there is no proper housing for them 
and no attention is paid for education 
of their children. As I said, they art 
mst taken for panted If we ja 
into account the value of what they

wav they are living on the other 
would be clear that they are not gc 
tine a fair deal Their occupation ae* 
cures a lot of benefit to the

Members on the other side 
We offer our whole-hearted coopera- 
tion to the Government in power We 
may have our differences, but we mc' 
pect that hereafter the speeches from

with very vital issues and affect the 
people as « whole So 1 want 
know whether Government will Instl 
tute a thorough enquiry through an 
expert legal committee including re* 
presentatives of Governmen' as well 
Bj Of the Supreme Court and High 
Court Bar Associations to go into the 
merits and dements of these Acts and 
recommend whether some ct them 
should be amended or rapealed He 
should go deep Into th» matter and 
say catcgoncally whether sU these 
Acts would be probed into by a high 
power expert legal committee 

SHRI SHANTi BHUSHAN The 
policy to review the Acts has been 
indicated hj the Govermreit in 
Paragraph 6 of the Address tc Par- 
Lament by the Acting Presiden’ of 
India. The poLcy is ‘o review llo«e 
Acts which had imposed curbs on tl e 
fundamental freedoms nnd civil rights 
of the people wnth a vi“w to restoring 
the rule of law and the nght to 
freedom of expression to the press 
A large number of Act, had been 
passed during the period of the cm 
ergency In fact the number of Acts 
passed by ParLament was 13S. They 
mclude a number of Acts which are 
of a controversial natures. Govenw 
ment would review all those Acts 
which are of a eontrovesiRl nature fa 


order to determine what ts to be 
done, but so far no decision has been 
taken regarding the method to be 
adopted for reviewing those Acts 
However the suggestion regarding 
the setting up of a high power com- 
mittee for this purpos" will be consi- 
dered by the Gove-nmenL 

SHHI SAMAR GUHA My second 
question relates to constitutional 
amendments passed during the em- 
ergency We were in jail for most of 
the time and we do not know eicactly 
how many were adop'ed As far as 
I know, live Acts were passed by 
ParLament, and they hav- completely 
changed the basic character of our 
Constitution

IS our objective in our recent mani- 
festo IS defended and the people arc 
assured that in futura there is no 
possibiLty whatsoever of this kind 
of emergency taking advantage of the 
vague clause of emergency m the 
Constitution and there is no possibi- 
lity, whatsoever to enforo- anv out* 
cratic and tyrannical rule to which 
the whole country was subjected toT 

SHRI SHANTI BHUSHAN The 
Government proposes to bring a com 
prehensive measure for constitutional 
amendments which will also cover 
42nd Constitution Amendment Bill and 
the provisions would have to be 
adopted in order to finalise the deci- 
sion of the Government In regard 
to what amendmeata have to be made 
in the Constitution this is under the 
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consideration o£ the Government and 
the Government would be taking a 
decision thereon very shortly 

SHRI BASHIR AHMAD There is 
a 42nd Constitution Amendmen* Bill 
There are two amendments to the 
Civil Procedure Code and the Cnini- 
nal Procedure Code By virtue of 
these amendments, the power of the 
court has been taken away and the 
power to approach the court also 
been taken away 1 would like to 
know from the hon Minister when 
he IS going to make a reper‘ about 
these amendments and the Mainte- 
nance of Internal Secority Act and 
by what date the:,e amendments will 
be carried out so that the difBculUes

The Goverrjnent would like to give 
the highest pnonty to the universabsa 
tlon of literacy m the country 1 am 
informed that 87 per cent of the

“There is evidence to show that 
they were instructed by the Chief 
Minister to shoot at sight and to 
shoot to kill, that the deliberate xise 
of tear gas before intended tong 
brought out women and children 
from their rooms choking for breath, 
only to be shot down by the indis- 
criminate firing of the police, using 
tommy guns, firing se\eral rounds 
to the second, that there were 2,500 
rounds fired, resulting m 60 persons 
dead and 450 injured, that the police 
injuries through stones and ®ci<* 
bulbs were insignificant and, not con* 
tempotaneous with the firing epi- 
sodes*' 

I would further like to quote on this 
^ery occasion a speech, when an an* 
quiry was asked for, and Shn Morarjl 
persistently refused even to hold a 
judicial enquiry into those killing, 
when the matter was raised m this 
House, when Shn V N Gad^ had 
spoken on this subject 1 am quoting 
from page 468 of the debates of 2Ist 
February, 1936 

t quote 

“When I read this morning that 
the Chief Minister stated that there 
was a pisn to overthrow the Govern, 
ment and to take the city by force, 
though be has not named by whom, 
I felt it was 0 serious statement If 
that is true, then In the Interest of 
the public and in the interest of the 
future of this country, It is necessary, 
that an enquiry by, or presided over 
by, the highest judicial authority In 
this country should be instituted'’

SIR I beg to move 

"That this House approves the 
continuance in force of the Pro- 
clamation dated the Slst January. 
19"6 in respect of Tamil Nadu 
issued under Article 35$ of the 
Constitution by the President, lor a 
further period of one year with 
effect from the 10th March 1977 

As Hon’ble Members may be aware 
the Proclamation under Article 356 
of the Constitution m respect of Tamil 
Nadu was Issued by the President on 


Slst January, 1976 This was done m 
punuance of a report received from 
the Governor of Tamil Nadu in 
which grave allegations of corruption 
and mal administration were also 
made agamst the Government headed 
by Shn KarunanldhL The President’s 
Rule was again extended for a period 
of SIX months m September, 1976 by 
another Resolution of the Pari ament. 
Before the expiry of the last exten- 
sion the previous Government mo^ed 
a R«olution m the Ra]ya Sabha on 
1-3-1977 for the continuance of 
Presidents Rule in that Stale for a 
further period of one year with effect 
from ICrth March 1977 which also was 
accorded approval. The legal position 
IS that as the resolution for extension 
of Proclamation has been passed by 
Rajya Sabha for the continuance o( 
President s Rule, a resolution by Lok 
Sabha to the same effect u necessary 
within 39 days of its 1st sitting after 
re constitution. 

According to the amended pro- 
visions of article 356(4) of the Opm* ^ 
stitution of India the period of 
Sion of Presidents Rule now stands 
raised to one year This is however 
only an enabling provision because 
the Proclamation in this regard can 
be revoked at any earlier time I do 
not wish to go into the icenls of 
imposing Presidents Rule in Tamil 
Nadu nor Into the justification fof 
extending it Indefinitely Our Govern-

Feb'Uaiy this year So unless the 
term of the Commission is extended 
it will not be possible for it to go into 
th“ other allegations made against the 
erstwhile DMK Chief Minister and the 
erstwhile DMK Ministers If I beard 
the Prime Minister aright he said that 
he had asked Mr Sarkaria to com 
pjete the enquiry within a penod of

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Ing the period of the DMK regime, 
from 1972 onwards, we had the miser- 
able experience of finding all drought 
relief money being channelled into 
podec's ether than those Intended with 
resulting loss to the State as n whole 
Therefore on this occasion when we 
are discussing the Resolution for ex- 
tending President's rule, it is but cor- 
rect and meet that 1 should draw the 
attentiMi of the new Government to 
this very Important probl»m so that 
It i> Jnmediately taken up by tho hon. 
Minis er thmugh his agencies and pul 
on a war footing

tore It Is a great credit to our co mtry 
beeauso the UVtSCO and the UNO 
themselves are recognising that India 
has got a good heritage in the medical 
fleM also as we have in education and 
other cultural fields The erstwhile 
Kanmanidhi Government had a kind 
of a’lergy — I do not know why— yiartl 
eularly to Ayurveda medidnes and 
pharmacies which are concentrated 
more In Kerala So they Introduced 
a 40 Per cent sales tax on Ayurvedic 
drugs. V7e had brought this to the 
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a tenUcn ol the Gosernment and 
pointed out that it was most unlair 
that oar indigenous sys em of medicine 
was being discnmmated against. I am 
no 'peaking as a person coming frtsn 
Kerala or from the South. 1 am 
speaking m terms of encouraging the 
indigenous s>s’em ol our redicine 
The 40 per cent sales ta\ on Ayurveda 
med cines wh ch the poor pcoole are 
using IS something which is rost be- 
yond one s imagination Ol course 
the peop’e of m> city Coimbn ore go 
to Palghat ard pay Rs 4/ more to go 
by bus and get *he medicines But 
wha about others m Tamil Nadu* 
MThy this discnrunation against our 
indigenous sy'tem of medicine’ 

Surely the Minister ol Health can 
go into this matter and ’ee that the 
pro'ecUoa is given to our Ayurteda 
medtcires and this discrimination is 
removed This wiU beoeiit the poor 
people who take to Ayur%eda treat 
ment This will be a great move for 
ward in removing discnmlnatlon bet 
ween one State and another and bet 
ween allopathic medicines and indi 
genouslv prepared medicines 

Lastly when we are discussing the 
extension of the Presidents Rule in 
Tamil Nadu, I would Lke to say that 
elections in Tamil Nadu should 
be held at the earliest The Feme 
Minister has said that the elections 
will be held in a few months. We 
haver been seeing various reports la 
the newspapers that the elections 
may be held m three months or four 
menths or six months or two mcnlhs 
We have been demanding elections to 
the Tamil Nadu Assembly at the 
earliest possible time to ghe an op- 
portunity to the people of Tamil 
Nadu to hate w duly elected popular 
Government to deal with these pro- 
blems and many other problems whldi 
we cannot discuss here for want of 
time today 1 do not thinls the hon 
Minister is in a moo3 to reply to ^ 
the rrobbms.

elections will be held The elecUons 
should be held not in a few months 
but at the earliest giving time to the 
people of the State to have the elec 
leral tolls rcctifed. During the recent 
election^ m our State, we were 
horrified to find that many voters ct 
long Stars of standing suddenly found 
themselves outside the electoral rolls.

ment in the State

attended to 

Sir, in Karur Chengalpattu and 
other areas the handloom weavers ate 
facing a very serious problem 1 1 a* 
much as that they cannot find a mar 
kel for their produce. They have 
been m this handloom industry for 
ages and the goods produced m those 
areas have a acquired a certain st*’*' 
dard But today because of neglect 
thousands of people — if not lakhs— 
suffering and the Administrat on 
might take adequate interest or devu® 
measures to relieve the workers 1 “ 
volved in this large industry from ih« 
situation of unemployment and P 
ble extinction of this industry 

Sir another serious situatioi f*" * 
obtains in Tamil Nadu is the f*ct that 
many nulls m Coimbatore and Maiiit' 
rai— centres of textile industry— ore 
sunning sick. I think about e ght ^ 
nine mills have already been declared 
sick mills and Government— as I 
told— has only decided to take over 
one sick mill. It is a very sad situa 
Hon If the texlUe industry comes 
into bad days then it will affect our 
whole economy 
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Now the thing which interests not 
only the people ot lamu Nadu 
but also the people ot entire South is 
the completion of Jammu — Kanyatcu- 
mari xaiiway line The railway line 
has already oeen extended upiu Jam* 
mu and only certam missmg links are 
there in the South 1 do none the

Cochin On the «ay is Idikki where

annually That being the case the 
general pattern of the foreign oil 
company, Caltex cannot be an excep- 
tion 

So far as Burmah Shell is concerned, 
I have got my figures to show that 
they have made an investment of 
Hs 67 erores They have repatriated 
about Rs 30 erores This Is the 
general pattern of exploitation or toot 
of the foreign oil companies that are 
operating in India Therefore I 
atroQgly disapprove of the idea of 
paying such a huge amount of money 
of about Rs 14 erores by way of 
purchasing their assets it would 
only mean the negation of the naUo- 
jial policy It is not justified 

Therefore, even at this stage, I ask 
Ihe Government of India to reconsider 
this proposal. In this connection. I 
would only refer to Dr Tanzar. a 
well-known petroleum expert as to

to attain self reliance in this country 
(laterrupTions) Sir it is amazing to 
note that the present Government is 
also following in the footsteps of the 
predecessor Covemment I know that 
it is a fait occotnpji lor the hon. 
Minister Negotiations were not con- 
ducted by Shn Bahuguna. And the 
agreement was also not finalised by 
him. The a g re e ment was entered into

Madam Chairman while making 
this comment I also want to know 
from the hon. Minister whether fce i* 
examining th“ economics of the Caltex 
to know what was the actual invest 
meat of the Caltex In India and 

W8S the total amount repatriated 

by them during these years. So far 
as the economies of the foreign com- 
pany as well as Its performance *s 
concerned, it would be evident from 
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has 

been already ol a big order I have 
£ot With me the figures m my posses 
•Sion to show that in the year 1963, 
these three foreign oil companies had 
repatriated a sum ol Its 100 etotes 
annually That being the case the 
general pattern of the foreign oil 
company Caltex cannot be an exeep 
tion 

So far as Burmah Shell is concerned 
I have got my figures to show that 
they have made an Investment of 
■Rs 67 crores. They have repatriated 
about Rs 30 crores This is the 
general pattern of exploitation or loot 
of the foreign oil companies that are 
operating in India Therefore I 
strongly disapprove of the idea of 
paying such a huge amount of money 
of about Rs H crores by way of 
purchasing their assets It would 
only mean the negation of the nalio> 
2 ial policy It Is not justified. 

Therefore even at this stage I ask 
the Government of India to reconsider 
this proposal In this connection. 1 
would only refer to Dr Tanzar a 
weU>known petroleum expert as to 
what he says namely that India 
should not malign all foreign oil re 
fineries and pay no compensation He 
further says that considering the 
enormous profits they have made 
these companies deserve no compensa 
tion May I draw the attention of 
Shrl Bahuguna to the example set by 
the Chilean Government with regard 
to the International Copper Company’ 

It is in the fitness of things that the 
Janta Party should also follow the 
example set by the Chilean Govern 
xnent In the matter ol nationalisation 
of the International Copper Company 
m Chile It nas the expectation of 
the people the desue and expectation 
of the country as also this House 
Jtnd during the past few years we 
bad always collaborated and sur 
rendered ourselves to the Interests of 
the foreign Inieslraent in our country 
Is it not the time for you io rise up 
and say that India belongs to the 
people of India and wo want to build 


a national self reliant economy and 
India will not remain an arena of 
exploitation by the oil cartels 

Madam Chairman in Clause 11 the 
Government proposes to reserve the 
right of altering the condition of work 
and service of the present employees. 
It might be necessary to bring about 
further changes but that should not be 
to worsen the condition but for better 
ment of (he life of workers already 
employed there May I seek an as- 
surance from the hon Minister that 
1 ! alterations are necessary they will 
not be to the disadvantage of the 
workers who are already working 
under Caltex India Ltd ’ May I aLo 
have another assurance to the ettect 
that the government wiU improve 
upon the condition of the workers 
there’ 

SHRIMATI PARVATHI KRISHNAH 
(Coimbatore) Madam Chairman. I 
welcome the Bill to take over this 
foreign concern particularly In the 
petroleutn industry which is extremely 
important for our national economy 
At the same time I have my reserve 
tions and 1 would like to say that the 
amount of compensation that is being 
paid is very high as here is a foreign 
company which has derived tremen 
dous profits by exploiting our country 
Earlier also I have maintained that 
the compensation amounts that are 
being doled out to the foreign com 
panics in this country should certainly 
not reach phenomenal proportions 

I am ntitto aware that the hUnister 
himself docs agree with me on this 
point aU I would like to request him 
IS that when Parliament thought fit to 
amend the Constitution and give 

further rights to ParLament in the 

matter of compensation to foreign 

companies please take that out of the 
cold storage and see that you make full 
use of it In this connection may 1 
also point out that In the process you 
may not throw the baby out with 
the bath water Keep what is good. 
There were good legislations in the 

past 30 years and there have been 
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The House is ignorant about that I 
-would request the Minister to tell the 
House how this figure of 13 crores has 
been arrived at 

There is another clause which relates 
to take over by the Government the 
premises of the emplojees of the Cal- 
tex company This clause is legally un- 
enforceable, morally unjustifiable and 
'ocially callous 'We cannot take over 
the premises of the employees who 
come from the middle class lamihes 
The Governrrent has no right to Inter- 
iere with the contractual agreement 
between the company and the emplo- 
yees The employees have not pur- 
chased these flats from the company 
They have purchased tt from the 
landlords The company have not 
even given loans to the employees 
They have taken loan from outside 
and paid interest on that. Some have 
purcha*ed these premises in the name 
of their wives In case of divorce, 
there will be difficulty for the Govern- 
ment lit allottmg the premises There- 
fore 1 wpuld request the hon. Minis- 
ter that this section 72 should be omit- 
ted or deleted from the statute 1 
think all the cases should be looked 
into. There should not be any dlscrl- 
mmation among the employees of 
three companies ZSSO, Burmah Shell 
and Caltex, and they should be given 
justice 

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI (Chirayin- 
kil) Madam, Chairman I welcome 
this BilL This IS the baby of the old 
•Govemmeiit which Mr Babuguna is 
-carrying I do not want to discuss 
the policy but I am sorry the ruling 
party members still have anti-Con- 
giess feelings in their nunda 1 wish 
to tell my friends on the treasury 
benches that the Congress Government 
Tiever Ignored the petroleum Indus- 
try Everyone knows that the previ 
-OU3 Guvemment had a definite policy 
•on petroleum When the US experts 
came wt SOs and gave their opinion 
•that oil *ould not be found here, the 
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then Government of India refused to 
accept their advice and they went 
back I agree that Soviet experts 
did find oil In Assam. 


In 1361 the production of indigen- 
ous crude was 0 45 million tonnes it 
has gone up to 6 8 million tonnes in 
197!-72 and to 7 5 million tonnes in 
1974-75 Mr Chitti Babu will under- 
stand this I 

AN HON MEMBER What about 
imports’ 

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI We import- 
ed 7 million tonnes In 1374-75 But 
the share of these two foreign com 
pames — Caltex and Burmah Sbell— 
had been reduced considerably 
Against their import of 2 9 and 1 1 
million tonnes it has considerably 
gone down in 1974-75 to 1 2 and 0 48 
mllben tonnes So the Government 
was able to reduce the import of crude 
Oil by these foreign companies to 
1974-75 It is true that we have to 
depend upon foreign crude because 
our indigenous production is not 
enough, and we have to spend Rs. 
1200 crores In foreign exchange 


II you look at the statistics y®** 
Will find that m 1971-72 it was only 
Rs 192 crores in foreign exchange 
It was ia 1871-72 that the previous 
government came to parliament In 
1974-75 It 13 Rs 1200 crores. If the 
OPEC countries in Geneva have done 
something why do you blame the 
previous government fon ftT As n 
result of this attack on the economy, 
not only India but all the developing 
vountties bad to suffer I am not 
defending the OPEC countries deci- 
sion 1 am sorry for the decision of 
the OPEC to help capitalist countries. 
That decision did not help the deve- 
loping Countries in Asia and Latin 
Amenea, The money earned by the 
OPEC Was put in American banks. 
Unfortunately Jt was their decision. 
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Therefore don’t abuse the previous 
government saying that it had no 
policy It had a policy We ha\e 
found oil in Bombay High I hope 
llr Bahuguna will continue the pro- 
cess I am suro he has no all-com- 
Tounist mania 

Now about the employment and 
distribution pobcies. Some reflneries 
are producing crude and petroleum 
products and sellmg them to the IOC 
The IOC employees are getting all 
the benefits like bonus while the 
producing units are not getting any 
benefit at all. For example I will cite 
the case of the Cochin refinery to the 
Minister That refinery does not have 
a distribution agency The agency 
IS the IOC — The issue of paying bonus 
arose The Cochin refinery eirplo- 
yees could not get a single paisa as 
bonus in 1874-75, because they were 
told that losses were being Incurred 
Meanwhile the distribution agency 
employees, vis those of the IOC got 
a bonus of 20 per cent because of the 
pnemg policy The hon Minister 
should look into the pricing and dis- 
tribution policies 

We have petrol bunks under the 
Tiame of Hmdusthan and Bharat But 
the distribution is made only from the 
production of the Cochin refinery 
The names are different The com- 
panies have gone Why cant we have 
a single distribution agency’ Let all 
the petrol bunks be put up by the 
IOC Let the refineries exist as pro- 
ducing units and let there he another 
dJEln’hjifiAn. ■wguiraj T/. w^ll. IkOji, 
better The Cochin refinery makes 
the supply to all the petrol bunks in 
Kerala and Tamil Nadu The refinery 
workers will then be benefited In 
this connection 1 would urge upon 
the Minister not to fall into the trap 
of <ome of the notes put up When 
an idea was mooted to increase the 
capacity of the Cochin refinery a 
proposal was made for the super tan- 
ker to come to the CoJiin port. VTifin 
this idea was mooted by the Petro- 
leum Mmistry, it was said that they 


can have a pipeline from Bombay to 
Cochin. This was a funny idea It 
sobotaged the whole programme of 
the government I hope the Minister 
will be careful about this funny idea 

I am pointing out this because the 
people of Kerala are sore that the 
super-tanker berth has been denied 
to the Cochin Refinery The capacity 
of the Cochin Refinery has already 
increased and it can refine more crude 
I think the total capacity of the State 
sector refineries is 20 1 million tonnes. 
It can be increased if the Cochm Refi- 
nedy can be expanded and that can 
be done if you help to establish a 
super-tanker berth at Cochm If you 
allow a super tanker berth to come 
up m Cochin the entire south will 
will be supplied by the Cochin Refi- 
nery 

The employees should be complete- 
ly protected Government have taken 
a wise decision to cut down the sala- 
ries of the high-paid officials from 
Bs 10000 to Rs 5000 It is a very 
good decision You must fix a ceiling 
on the salaries of high-paid emplo- 
yees of the refineries be it the Manag- 
ing Director or anybody There should 
be a uniform policy regarding the 
salary for the managerial and other 
cadres and the disparity should be 
reduced between the ordinary work- 
er and the highest paid employee 

I agree with the view expressed 
here regarding compensation Even 
'ftiuugii 1 'irfioitg *[0 Tne ■previous Tjov- 
ernraent I am not able to appreciate 
the agreement under which the Gov- 
emirenl decided to pay a high com- 
pensation and write-off tax arrears I 
do not know whether this Government 
can do anything about it Perhaps, 
they have to honour the commitments 
of the previous Government Other- 
wise Government will lose their cre- 
dibility I am very sorry that the pre- 
VKius government agreed to such a 
high compensation and I want to ex- 
press my regret for it 
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Shn Ram Gopal Reddy made a 
suggestion that we can pay the com- 
pensation m one lump sum rather than 
in five instalments Since our foreign 
exchange re'cne position is Ncry good 
we can pay it in a lump sum and 
thus sa\o the interest pa>'ment 

While wishing the hon Minister 
every success in this M nistr) which 
la a sery complicated one On account 
of the foreign exchange Involved 1 
wish to say that the hon. Minister 
has to look to the interests of alt the 
regions of the country For Instance 
Shn Alagesan referred to the Madras 
Refinery and I have referred to the 
Cochin Refinery 

SlIRI O V ALAGESAN 1 have 
also referred to the Cochin Refinery 

SflRl VAYALAR RAVI The hon 
Minuter comes from UP and the 
Mathura Refinery is still in difT cutties 
1 hope that along wKh the Mathura 
Refinery the Madras and Cochin Refi- 
neries v.ill a1» flourish I hope he 
will give equal importance to all the 
three tefineries 

I congratulate the hon Mm «ter and 
support the Bill 

SHRI If N BAIIUGUNA Madam 
Chairman I am beholden to the hon 
Members who have given their very 
valuable suggestions while discussing 
this Bill on the floor of this House 
My hon fnend Shn Alagesan with 
bis vast exper ence of the actual 
working of this Ministry has given 
many suggestwns 

1 can assure him that the location 
ot refineries has got to be inter con 
nected with the availability of crude 
and the prospecting of crude which is 
going on both m the Bay of Bengal 
as wel as bi the Kuteh area We 
are not at the journey’s end «o as to 
indicate where we propose to put up 
our new refineries Obviously they 
wiH have to be put up at parttculac 
points where crude can be made 
available It baa been suggested that 
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H Should be put up only at the coast 
But the whole complexion of the 
country Is such that regional imbal- 
an« and many other ccmaideratiena 
have to be taken into account 

The consumption point has also to 
be kept in view Vrhether we carry 
crude or petro eum products is a ques- 
tion ultimately of economics and we 
have to see what is more econotnier 
(n the over a I interests 1 can assure 
you that no other consideration will 
weigh with this Government, with me, 
except the wellbcng of the people of 
this country providing them wnth 
the cheapest possible fuel or energy 
and the location will therefore be 
dec ded on that basis 

Another point has been Ta,sed fas’ 
almost every «pcak about compensa- 
t on It is not really compensation 
The word compensation has it* 
own meaning and therefore I do not 
want to use it I am merely saying 
that an amount in consideration d 
the lake over is being paid As you 
know thJ is on international foreign 
company and for good reasons or for 
reasons best known to the predecessor 
Government and their negotiating 
team all this has been agre-d uporr 
by the Government of India. 


I am not one who would say th^t 
there has been no petroleum policy 
if \ may say so. If there is anything 
which can be said to the utmost credit 
ol the Ijist 20 years of Congress rule- 
in Ind a it is this particular field* 
where India has gone ahead at a 
sp-ed and in a tnanrer which I would 
say remains a m.3tter of pride for this 
or any developing nation. 

It is another point that mistakes- 
might have been comm tted here and" 
there. Shrunatl Parvathi Knshnati 
was quite right. One should never 
throw out the baby w 5th the bathwater 
The bathwater is there I am only- 
trying to iwlate the baby from the- 
bathwater There have been mistakes 
here and there which have got to be 
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taken care ol, avoided, but lunda* 
mentally in the sector of petroleum 
and petroleum products it has been 
to a large extent a po icy pf self-reli- 
ance and public or State ownership 
of the means of production 

It was asked how we armed at this 
Rs. 13 crores I do not want unneces- 
sarily to present the case as a defence 
coun«el would do — I am not saying 
everything that I should be expected 
to say — but the written down value of 
the assets of Caltex and all those un. 
dertakings which are taken over in 
4heir books of accounts would be rea- 
sonably such as to make us accept 
this amount as a fair price for the 
take-over 

My eminent and hon friend who is 
a leading advocate has raised the 
question about income-tax and the 
reaacii for «xempUng them (tom pay- 
ment of income-tax He has asked 
what would happen to penalties to be 
imposed on Caltex, if any for the past 
7«Brs or the current year So far as 
the liability of Caltex on many ac- 
counts whether it be Income-tax or 
ether taxes or duties which are in 
dispute, IS concerned, we have to see 
<bat we do not give away the entire 
amount all at once So we are keep- 
ing some amount behind so that over 
three or four years when their Iiablli 
ties vis-a-vis the Government with 
Tegard to income-tax and otner nat- 
ters are cleared up we have an amo- 
unt from which we can make the 
deductions necessary 

That IS why we are doing it In 
Instalments and it would not be pos- 
sible if we are really to give the 
entire gum to them 1 quite agree 
with the calculations of rry bon 
friend with regard do Vmod Seth 
His calcu'ations are not wrong bv 
ant large, they are just a little here 
and there but they are near tlie point 
so much approxunating to the actual 
amount But the point is that so ter 
as capital gams tax is concerned it la 
to be done In rupee basis We have 


helped them with money and they 
gave back that money to the Govern- 
ment It is true that they take away 
Rs 13 crores, it is not Hs 13 -4 29 
crores Then there would be about 
ns 8 71 crores Obviously it is not 
Intended to reduce the take over 
price, or the lake over cost or money 
in consideration of take over The 
net is 13 that is you see somewhere 
or other if the hon Members should 
like to say I do not want to make it 
part of the records of the House be- 
cause we have got still an oi’ comoany 
and I do not want to get involved 
with them on the pattern this parti- 
cular pattern I will have to keep in 
my mind the various views expressed 
here But, right now if we are to put 
and present the case in support of all 
that this Bill contains perhaps it may 
not be in the national interest There- 
fore I want to tell the Members here 
and assure them that we do not want 
to give any amount more than neces- 
sary and I viish we could withho'd 
this But the thing has gone to a 
length where the country’s commit- 
ment has gone rather far or la irrevoc- 
able unless ue ere to come down upon 
a policy of expropr ation or a policy 
declaring that we sha 1 not pay any- 
body anything 

Shnmati Parvathi Knshnan is quit" 
light m pointing out about 31D re- 
garding the Constitution Amendment 
Bill which this House had the privi- 
lege to pass in the 5th Lok Sabha with 
gegard to compensation As far as 
31D IS concerned it is quite right 
But Che point is that unfortunately 
the predecessor Government never 
used it for a day never used it for a 
moment I assure here that we do 
propose to take it out of the cold 
storage and make use of it as much as 
possible and as far as possible Un- 
fortunately, we cannot deal with 
either thing one way or the other 

My hon friend was talking about 
the question of Soviet investment I 
do not know much about that So 
far as Soviets are concerned, the basic 
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help has been in the public sector 
Wc have already taken the public 
sector with us 'There 5» no question 
of takmg over Russian interests ex- 
cept where the> arc in private com- 
panies or I do not know how far they 
are The point is that wcialH b oc 
came in tins country and helped In 
the basic field in the public sector 
Others came in various other ficids 
I am not going into controversy But 
We take over on the same ground or 
whosoever tuns that particular Indus- 
try irrespective of colour 

A point has been raised about the 
employees and there arc two parts of 
it As far as this particular clause 
about changing the terms and condi- 
tions of the employment to which 
aome of my hon. fnends fell disturb- 
ed IS concerned 1 can assure them 
that there is no intention on the part 
el the Government to change any of 
the terms and conditions of th« em 
plovment of workmen Instead 1 
give full assurance for the workmen 
that We do not want to change them 
but not lor those people who are In 
that category who are not workmen 
who are supervisory staff and other 
covenented officers and those who have 
perks and salary which are uo‘ In 
tune with out total wage policy 
Jls 8000 including perks or excluding 
perks is not a salary which I can give 
to anyone Either that man has got 
to come down to our terms within 
our wage structure or I cannot create 
a special field for this type of people 
There is ho question of hurting or 
harming any other set of employees. 

So far as the employees who were 
retrenched by the Caltex earlier are 
concerned if any of them is of sny 
Use to us in our new refineries or in 
our new organisation, certainly he 
Will be considered and I will be there 
to consider them But m these regne 
ries or in these particular place where 
there is no possibility of having com 
puten ed work there Is no now h lUy 
of bri ging them back in those very 


pi ices. I am sorry I have to say, 
with legrct no on that score 

There has been a lot of talk about 
pricing policy Wc arc not talking 
now on this But with a goodwill on 
ttti sides tmd a good wish on all sides 
for reducing the prices something can 
be done But how do wc go about’ I 
weicome the suggestion made by Mrs. 
Parvathi Krlshnan of asking the trade 
unions how to go about it I am re- 
questing her right now through you. 
Madam, that she tna> kindly make o 
working paper for a reduction o! oil 
prices or petrol prices or for that 
matfer any price and I am willing to 
dt with them to work on that eeono- 
ir_cs The trade unions do know- 
more than what many of us do. I 
have knowledge of them because I 
myself have been one of them 

My point is that someone has t* 
make a start and do something 
It 1 am quite witting to go into 
whole question along with them If 
they can fell me how to go about 
that mailer There are certain thing* 
which ate inev table in the context of 
rising oil prices all the world over 
That has io be kept In mind end I 
am sure we cannot give unn^cess'ry 
hope to the people that something is 
going to happen when we know that 
the joum-v has not come to an end 
in the mat er of self sufficiency i'’ 
petroleum or Us derivatives 

Som- hing was said about the raf? 
of mferest, why 8 per cent Again 
^ sav it is part of the bargain. That 
is not something which unilaterally 
the Government has done There ha® 
been a bargam struck between the 
Government and the Caltex. Every 
thing is a byproduct of that bargatn- 
Some people will say Uhy not the 
Janata Party Government overthrow 
that bargain and have a new one*”’ 
These are not tbe things which are 
done by a great nation of ours 'The 
continuity of Government and the con- 
tmuity of the commitment oc for 
that matter the credibility of the 
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Goxernment Is a matter of great im- 
portance and we should do nothing 
which may in the international world 
create a scare against the Indian eco- 
nomic svstem. or against the various 
sort of things that are connected with 
our economy 

Now though I very much dislike It 
there are many rrulti nationals Jn this 
countr> They are alread> here They 
are Bi the field of drugs they are m 
many other fields and m very strate- 
gic fields Yet 1 cannot do much 
about it in 7 or 10 days After all if 
somebody has crept in here for the 
last SO years or 40 years or 30 years 
or 20 years one will have to think 
what to do about it at least for many 
months We cannot with one shot 
say ' Look, you take Re 1/. and go 
back home The Constitution 
that Under the Constitution 1 will 
be entitled to take away any industry 
lot Be l/“ No court can ch»tlenge 
that in view of the Constitution 
Amendment But that will create a 
situation in which perhaps our societ> 
as constituted today Is not willing to 
go nor we are ready for that absolu 
tely pew type of thing which involves 
many considerations 

I cannot create socialism In the Pc 
troleum Ministry Obviously that is 
not a byproduct of petroleum If it 
were so 1 would have done it Socia- 
lism is not a derivative of petro eum 
But I can assure the hon Members 
one thmg Everybody knows my 
news I am a soeiali^ I do believe 
in socialism I do believe in pub'Ic 
ownership of the rrcans of produc 
tion We should have more and more 
of it But r do also be! eve that we 
have a democratic way of life We 
have to proceed in a particular man- 
ner have to do many things 

But democracy is equally important^ 
Therefore we have got to se** that 
v-e don t do things m haste 

One thing more that as was said 
was about owdung I wpuld appeal tq , 
the whole nation to ^ave con dung 
We dont want it to be wasted Apart 
from other uses the farm and field 
needs it is a basic inorganic fertilizer 
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In fact cowdung is more precious to 
me than many other things lut to- 
day we ate wasting a lot of It We- 
have to develop a cowdung technolo- 
gy which involves the gas system 
Of cooking for the rural areas It Is 
not the housewives in ttie towns and 
cities who really matter m this con- 
nection I don t say that thc^ oon t 
matter, they do matte- in the eco 
nomy ol the country but the vast 
number of mothers and sisters of the 
rural areas are dealing with cooking 
more than onyon^ else 1$ doing and 
It u they who have to be told how 
to save it Therefore the technology 
of using cowdung gas for producing 
food and yet saving cowdung for the 
farms as inorganic manure nas to be 
persued more and more for which 
Wg need the assistance of the Hon 
Members es well as a dehberat-' 
policy on the part of the government 
to pursue that line and to assist and 
help those putting up this typ^ or 
plants 

Now Mr Alagesan was quite right 
when he said that when the refinery 
was put up there was an agreement 
made in 1950 that for Iwentyflve years 
there shall be no takeover This^ In 
fact is therefore a continuation of 
the terms of the agreement made at 
the time of the factory or refinery or 
particular organisation being brought 
into this country But l can assure 
you that It is not a bad bargain In 
Spite of the fact that one can say 
that there could be still less payment 
to s®y that they have taken away 
hundreds of crores of rupee?, is also 
not physically correct But I don t 
want to enlarge on this as I have to 
deal with one more company in this 
particular field and many more Jn 
the field of drugs and fertilizer- But 
I would say that what has been done 
has been done fn good faith and I 
smell no rat In it In fact the who’r 
thing was processed under an Ord - 
nance and that Ordinance was oublv 
property 

Now regarding the empIoy»es 
some Hon Members raised a point 
about some premises Some flats ir 
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Bombay— about 29 or 30 cf them— 
and some perhaps jn Delhi were rented 
by Caltex and Caltex then gate 
them over to the ofTiccrj as perquisites 
When we announced our poJicy jn 
1974 (we means the Government ol 
India— and it is a continuing thing 
whoe\er may be there) they passed 
‘o^ er these flats to the senior emplo- 
yees who purchased them out of 
their hard-earned money, and a num- 
ber of them— twelve to nay know- 
ledge— are occupying these flats even 
today as owners, and Caltex wa* to 
surrender the lease i may say that 
^hc whole thing was processed even 
before I became the Ministe- of 
petroleum As the Prime Minister 
said the other day we have been here 
only a few days and the whole 
'rouble IS that it has to pass through 
40 many stages by reason nf the 
requirements of law So. ,.ven be- 
f«e I became the Minister the Bill 
Mi been procened at ,ii level, and

necessity of bringing forward the 
MtS\ What was the necessity of 
bringin^ fonvard such Bills knowing 
full wrv.li that th-*/ could take resort 
to su*h mes'ures as evea preventive 
delentioo. I am not in favour of even 
preventive deten’m Tbis is what 
even our former Chief Justice of the 
Supreme Court Mr Patanjoli Shastri, 
said 

This sinister-looking ieature s* 
strangely out of place In a demo- 
cratic Constitution and so Incom- 
patible with the provjs'ons of the 
Preambi- is doubtless designed to 
prevent the abua© of freedom by 
antl-social and subversive elements 
which might imperil the naUenal 
welfare of this uxfant H-public*’ 

It was he who thoroughly condemned 
even preventSve detention as a sims- * 
ter-locklng feature, as a monster, 
absolutely undesirable in a democratic 
set-up But he said that since wo ^ 
were an infant Republic let us have 
it for some time 

Even With this background, even 
With these Judicial pronounc«nent5, 
we had this black Act which is under 
ropeal now and an Art like MISA. 

Not only this la the Act under re- 
peal, there was a provision that no- 
thing can be publicised against the 
Preaident, the Vice-President, the 
Prime Minister and the Council of ^ 
Ministers in spile of their mis-dolngs- 
They were protected against aeurrilous 
®rtlons indecent actions defamatory" 
actions and even ogainst blaekmaiL 
'What has happened to the» Rfembers 
of Parbament’ What has happen- 
«d to the citizens of this country? 
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^ Under what conditions Is the House 
to discuss again in detail Articles 14, 
f 19 and 20 of the Constitution’ I would 
not like to dilate on it, but I would 
t certainly like to say that Art 14 wldch 
( guarantees equality before law and 
» equal protection under the law cannot 
j be protected if only the Prime Min* 
( ister and the Council of Ministers are 
protected for any type of remarks or 
any type of actions These were the 
contents of that harsh Bill And then, 
•• In order to stifle the Oppoaition, in 
order to gag the working classes and 
m order to punish the journalists, the 
f j editors and the general pubbe, this 
^ Bill was brought with these provisions 

ItTienever there is an autocratic dic- 
tator and whenever he wants to 
change popular rule to authoritarian 
rule, the first thing he does is to give 
a jolt to the Press because tt is the 
strongest and perhaps the most 
powerful means of ventilating and 
expressing opinions about the perfor- 
mance of the Government 

Since my time is short I don’t want 
to enlarge on it but with this back- 
ground 1 would support the Hon. 
Minister that the BUt should be re 
pealed. At the same time, though 
this is not the time for me to advise 
the Press and though I am not In a 
position to do so 1 would certainly 
• make this request to them. I belong 
to a constituency which is known hi 
the country and abroad as one of the 
holiest places where the devout Hindus 
' go on pdgrimaBe, namely Badrlnath 
and Kedaraath I belong to that 
constituency which is wholly known 
and. vet vt afesQ.bjfel.y unknawo, 1. be- 
long to that constituency where people 
have gone for salvation.— kings and 
common people alike, I belong to that 
constituency which is widely known 
Flowers (there are about 2,000 varie- 
ties of flowers) which IS the Botanists’ 
r paradise and tourists’ delight but that 
is not known to this country So now 
I would request the Press of course

about these ki n ds of newspapers and 
the activities by those proprietors of 
the papers 

1 request the Government to na- 
tionalise certain monopolistic new»* 
papers which are having cr oree of 
rupees of black money This black 
money Is dumped into the newspapers 
and is converted into white money 


These monopolistic newsapers are 
run not for the sake of giving news to 
the public, to the masses oi India but 
only with the objective of making 
profits and robbing the public of their 
money Such monopolistic papers are 
always supporting capitalistic views, 
they are not supporting the pre^res- 
sive policies but are supporting only 
the capitalistic or aristocratic views. 
Such papers shotdd not be encouraged

tion. El en for non-cognizable offences 

the chief editors editors and other staff 
are arrested by the police and pro- 
secuted There should not be any 
such arrest all of a sudden, without a 
proper notice being issued to the cluaf 
editor or the Managing Director or 
those who are responsible for such 
publication ^\ithout ghinfi such 
notice there should rot be uneitpeet- 
ed and sudden arrests of editors or 
sub editors or other staff or any 
worker ' It is my duty to bring these 
things to the notice of the new Gov 
emment with the hope that they will 
consider and implement my sugges- 
tions 

I would suggest that the employ*^®® 
of ell the ne\ spaper» like labourers, 
sub editors editors reporters end 
others should be protected with all 
rights and privileges equivalent to 
the rights and privileges of the em- 
ployees of the State and Central Gov 
emments There are a number nt 
newspapers owned by private 
meat They throw out their employe®* 
at their whims and fancies snd they , 
in the streets They do not have '• 
money even to go to the labour court 
Boing a practising lawyer in Madras 
1 know this So many editors 
dismissed but they could not afford 
to fight against the monopolistic paP' 
ers I would, therefore, request that 
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you must guarantee their jola and 
equate them with the employees of 
the State Governments and Central 
Go% emment 


Finallj I would request the hon 
Minister of Information and Broad 
casting the Pnme Minister and the 
Central Go\ernment run hy the 
Janata Party, that there should not be 
anj discrimination in matters of giv-

A personality cult was developed 
it wras practised and the whole admi- 
nistration was utilised for that pur- 
pose The Parliament T am sorry to 
say, wras reduced to a state of rubber 
stamp organisation, although T was 
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part of it, I could not help it It was 
converted into a rubber stamp Parlia- 
ment consisting of a majority of ^es’ 
men and as I said m thg other House, 
with their tongue tied and their con- 
science mottgaged, and these people 
were sitting on that side at that time 
They had allowed themselves to be- 
come complete yes men and bench 
men of an individual In this coun- 
try Today having realised the mood 
of the people they are coming and 
supporting this repealing Bill 

I want to say only one thing I 
hope they have learnt the lesson of 
their life but that lesson is the les- 
son of the democratic spirit of the 
country the democratic urges and a*" 
piratlons of this country that the 
people of this country will never 
submit themselves permanently to 
autocratic regime and an authorita- 
rian regime So far as our Party la 
concerned there have been vaneus 
distortions about our a?tmties in the 
past but still we behave that the 
freedom ol press is such a cherished 
principle that Wg should alwava sup 
port it even if there are pitfalls here 
and there and that the best thing to 
ensure will bp a conscious public opi- 
nion which will be a vocal public 
opinion But vou cannot comprOTQise 
on the question of freedom of speech 
and freedom of expression If we 
lose freedom of speech and freedom 
of express-on, then, we wiU lose the 
best part of our life when we sub- 
jugate ourselves to a feelmc of Im- 
prisonment or our minds and of our 
views which Wg cannot tolerate and 
that 13 why we opposed the previous 
Act and we strongly support this BiH 
and I congTftuIate Mr Advani for 
coming wdfh the Bill so soon during 
the first Session of this House

SHRI a KUNDU (Balasore) Sir I 
rise to support the BiU which has 
ocen Introduced to repeal one of the 
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most Draconian laws we havg ever 
seen Gandhiji gave us freedom and 
also freedom of speech. I am asto 
nisfaed that those have been sm 
gmg the songs of Gandhui and 
preaching what he taught to the na 
tion have themselves been the authors 
of this black law We were m jail 
when this law was enacted by this 
Parliament We were simply horri 
fied when Wg came to know about It. 
If anybody has a cursory glance a*' 
the proviaJons of this Act he will 
wonder what has happened to ihf 
country Anybody could be got and 
his presg and other property could 
be forfeited in the name of security 
Not only the editor but the owner 
the keeper and everybody could be 
hauled up Earlier the law had given 
some advantage that at least the ag 
grieved party could go before a judi- 
cial magistrate But in this law 
which we ere going to repeal, the 
entire Jurisdiction was taken over by 
an officer who will be appointed by 
the Government Under this Uw 
anybody can file a prosecution before 
that officer and that officer wilt come 
and pounce upon !he press If the 
ruling party wants to harass its op 
POnent even this thing could be done 
through a constable I thank the bolt 
Minister that he has brought this BiU 
to repeal this Act , 

I remember long ago In the Bntish 
days when Lord Lytton was the Vice- ^ 
roy in 1889 he had passed an Act 
called Vernacular Press Act. At that 
time Tagore was a young boy 
he was writing poems eulogising the 
national cause of independence Ibat 
was not tolerated by the Viceroy and 
he passed the Act That was a very 
obnoxious Act whereunder the proof 
of the matter which was intended to 
published would have to be exa ^ 
mined by the Government At that 
time there was so much of pro es* 
agamsi this Act that after some years 
Lord lUppon was forced to withdra^ 
that Act I^m this we came to 1^ 
when we had our Ireedom. But after 
thirty years of our Independence I 
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never imagined that there \^utd be 
such a horrible Government which 
would pass an Act which vould be 
much worse than l^rd Lylton’s And 
these very Members who were slWlnE 
on the Treasury benches at that time 
kept their mouth shut I think they 
have done the greatest harm to this 
country Wc live and work together 
may be there Is a difference of opi- 
non because of our parly tdeologies 
but Wc have taken oath to mamlaln 
the democratic norms In this country 
We have burnt the vessel of demo* 
cracy, we have burnt the torch of de- 
mocracy We w'ant that this torch 
shoulfi be taken to dark areas around 
where there Is no democracy where 
there Is authoritarian Government 
We ahould throw light on them ao 
that democracy would also start func. 
tlonlng in those countries not by foroe 
but by our own action But unfortu- 
nately, in Gandhyls country when 
many people were behind the bar 
these people were responsibly to see 
that the entire light which the torch 
threw around was extingidshed This 
Is a great curse on the nsine of Gandhi 
and those who swear by the same of 
Gandtu 


Today in the Question Hour, I have 
sai^ that it IS necessary that the world 
must know as to what had happened 
during this emergency find how the 
press was muzried how its throat 
was throttled and why the press could 
not function independently In all 
these things, a lull enquiry is neces- 
sary We will not live In comfort by 
saying that wfl have repealed jthis 
Act but we have to dig out fill the 
earth that lalj thy basis for this dra- 
coman legislation Therefore I would 
say that the Minister should come for- 
ward and make an inquiry into the 
conduct of those persons who were 
responsible for muzzling the press 
and making the Information and 
Broadcasting Department an Instru- 
ment of ugly propaganda Therefore 
I would again re-iterale the demand 
that the Minister will do a great set- 
vicQ to the cause of democracy If hd 
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agrees to institute an inquiry into 
Ih* whole gamut and find out who 
arc the people who were responsible 
for the®e things what was the ob- 
Icct in doing it, whether they slowly 
and gradually wanted that this coun- 
try should be completely turned for 
ever into a dictatorial country 

Now the point is what should be 
the nature of the press We want a 
free press no doubt But we want 
the press to be vibrant and really free 
The press murt project the hopes and 
aspirations of the teeming millions of 
our counfrj We do not want that 
the press should speak about the rich 
of this country We also do not want 
that the press should be controlled 
and monopolised by a few big indus- 
trial houses We heard of couna 
while Wy were jn the jails that there 
was a big talk against the monopoly 
Press ITus is what the AH Indira 
Radio said We used to hear that this 
monopolist Press did pot give any 
publicity to Indira Gandhi govern- 
ments good deeds or to the 20-poujt 
or 25.pemt programmes Indira's 
government came down with a heavy 
hand on the Press Within a period 
of 2 or S months we heard that the 
monopoly Press was given a good chit 
and that they behaved irt a nice way* 
During these months the monopohsis 
increased their assets, and particular- 
ly during the last budget they receiv- 
ed many concessions During that 
period we heard that the monopoly 
Press -was behaving better and that 
they had become good boys They 
got eWta frum the iormer Minister Mr 
Shukla and Mrs Indira Gandhi 

Mr Deputy Speaker, Sir, do you 
know of such a horrible, naked and 
opportunist policy ever being pursued 
by any government’ If we say that 
only Goebbels the propaganda minis- 
ter of Hitler could have competed 
with this sort of propaganda we will 
be wrong Some friends are sony 
that we are saying this. But teU us 
where and bow we are Wrong I thank 
our new Munster Mr Advanl who ’ 
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also said that he will go into the 
entire gamut of monopoly holding of 
the Press lie said this m answer to 
a Question As far as I know one 
of the largest circulated dailies la 
Japan Asahi Shlmbhun Is run by 
a cooperative of working jounialists 
The> are people who work in that 
firm We have to consider whether 
it would be possible in India to try 
to have the co operative sector tak 
lag the working journalists and the 
people who work in the press If It 
could be done we will make another 
big advance rri maintaining the free 
dom of the press from the power and 
Influence of the monopolists who are 
now ruling supreme 1 hope the Miir 
ister will give the assurance that he 
will take quick steps In this direction 

Finally a word about the small 
newspapers The small newspapers 
and periodicals are in a very miser* 
able stage If we want to maintain 
the freedom of the press we must see 
that the freedom is really exercised 
If we do not give some advantages to 
the small newspapers and peri^icals 
which are spread over the miall cities 
and Villages of this country this free- 
dom would not be really tneanmgfuL 
1 am not gomg into the details as to 
how and where it should he done be 
cause there are various aspects which 
shouM be taken mto consideration 

Lastly I want to thanh you for 
giving me this opportunity

press and a free p ess without a 
Government said that he would have 
no hes tation whatsoever in choosing 
the latter 1 e a free press without a 
government because according to him 
f as long as there is an assurance of a 
free p css to the people of his country 
that is America, where free press was 
continuously and freely available to the 
people then the possibility of a free 
government Is also there But if there 
is a government without a free press. 
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then you will "Bave neither a good 
government nor a free press There- 
fore free prc'S is vital to the function 
ing of a democracy That is why, it 
IS said that a free press ts the fourth 
estate indeed fr^e press is a part of 
a free democratic government No 
democratic government no free gov 
ernment vs complete without a free, 
vigorous critical press and press 
meaning both newspapers and penodi 
cals and viewspapers. 

Free comments and critical edito 
rials m various newspapers dailies 
weeklies bi weeklies monthlies and 
journals and periodic^ are very 
essential As the great editor of the 
then Manchester Guardian Mr Scot 
«aid once “Facts are sacred but opl 
Dions are free“'Lct the people get ali 
the fads in a free manner but let the 
opin ODS be respected as sacred proper 
ties of those who write and comment 
upon those facts and therefore these 
comments must be available 1 am 
glad that Advaniji and the Janata 
Patty are ^aying that they went to 
learn from the criticism of the free 
press because it is only a free press 
which makes it possible for the Govern 
menl to learn P-ot. Harald Laski jaid 
that a Government always learnt 
more from the criticism of its oppo 
nents than from the eulogy of its sup 
porters. Therefore it is very essen 
tia! 

Now Sir 1 am not surprised that 
my good friend Shn Vayatar Ravi Is 
today supporting this BUI and many

Afahratta la English and Mabatmn 
Gandhi started The Young India 
Ifavjivan, Uanjan, Ilarijan Sevak and 
Harijan fietndhu m Gujarati All 
these and several other papers had a 
glorious tradition of a free press fn 
prv*tndependeRCe India and that 
tradition bad been continued In post 
Independence era by pressmen from 
various comers o^ this country brfti 
the English and he language Press In 
this country, and I want to take this 
occasion to pay mv tribute to the 
pressmen the rep”r ers the editors, 
the commentators and the columnists 
*of this country of both the English 
and the language press who even 
after Independence and much more so 
during the Emergency carried the 
battle further and did not bow down 
They would rather break but not bend.

I spoke on the Presidents Address 
I dont want to go over tltc entire 
gamut once again. Whether the pro- 
clamation was correct or not in alt 
aspects of implementation Is a diffe- 
rent matter But 2 am very emphatic 
that the Presidential proclamatien 
was in the national Interest That 
was necessitated because ol the anU- 
democratic, lawbreaking antUnational 
violent activities ot the oppositim 
then. Alter the promulgaticn el the 
emergency, certain actions were to 
be taken curtailing among other 
things what I may call ontracimcllcd 
Ireedom ot pubh-ilon That was 
one of the actions which had to Ije 
taken and it was in that context that 
this Bill had been enacted. Let us 
not forget the fact that when we 
speak of the freedom of the Press, 
We speak not merely for freedom of 
working journalists, but we speak 
also for the freedom from the money- 
bags controlling the Press They 
have been managing tbc press and 
their phUosophy is that he who pays 
the piper will call the tune But 
freedom of the press need not neces- 
sarily mean freedom of the intellec- 
tual to express Jus views The free- 
dom of the press under the conditions 
obtaining today m this country Is 
more the freedom ©f the powerful 
elements to carry out certain pro- 
paganda they want to make against 
the national Interest, and m their 
interest It is a move agains* the 
conspiracy by what w"© call the reacUou 
nary elements in this country and 
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the Press which had been controlled 
by those reactionary elements weald 
certainly have been put into use lor 
the purpose of subverting and corrod- 
ing what is sought to be achieved 
the proclamation of emergency H 
was in this context that this Act 
enacted I dont forget the fac* thai 
this was put in the Ninth Schedule 1 
At that time members of both *!d« 
ot the House protested ngainsi fh*’ 
sort of thing The inclusion of the .

‘•Nothing In sub-clause (a) of 
clause (1) shall affect the opera- 
tion of any existing law, or prevent 
the State from making any law, 
In so far as such Jaw Imposes re- 
asonable restrictions on the exercise 
of the right conferred by the said 
sub-clause In the interests of tne 
security of the State friendly 
relations with foreign States 
public order, decenry or morality 
or tn relation to contempt of court 
defamation or inci ement to an 
olTencc 

Therefore the framers of our Con- 
stitution founding fathers of our 
Constitution granted the freedom 
and contemplated that that freedom 
should not go against the Interests 
of the society, the Interests of 
morality, of discipline etc How can 
these be achieved That has teen a 
matter of anxious pursuit by the 
intellectuals by losers of freedom 
and by socialists So the question 
has been how that golden mean can 
be struefe and how the freedom of 
the press can be sustained on the 
one side ^nd how provulons could 
be made on the other side to ensure 
that the freedom does ot degenerate 
to what J may call a licence to the 
detriment of the interests of the 
country the sovereignty and in- 
tegrity of the country or the morality 
decency and all the rest of it 
Measures were being taken from time 
to time and we have made cert^ 
provisions We attempted the method 
of voluntary goodwill and under- 
standing and leaving that to the 
goodwill of the press and people Is 
it not, however a fact that looking 
back from the days of the promulga- 
tion of the Constitution to th- present 
day there has been a degeneration 
in the matter of enjoying or exercis- 
ing that freedom? Was that free- 
dom exercised in a manner as most 
of us would like to have that ex- 
ercised? Take the case of labour 
and the right of organisation granted 
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I to the labour Sir I am a trade 
* unionist But can we say that that 
freedom granted waa really used In 
the interest of the whole nation or 
In the interest of the labour? I 
would say that that freedom was not 
used In a manner as it should be I 
do not want to enumerate further 
Everywhere the degeneration of 
that freedom was to the base level 
to a licence is what occured Aristotle 
prophesied as to one type of Govern- 
ment will fall and another typo will 
follow He said that when the 
freedom granted in a democracy 
degenerates into a licence then 
democracy becomes dehinged and 
autocracy will take over This is 
what was sought to be dons Wc 
had been sliding back to that The 
reply will come immediately that 
autocracy has already taken over 
under Congress polemics apart, the 
fact remains that where freedom 
degenerates to a licence democracy 
wiU lose its vitality, its self sustain- 
Ing vitality its integrated dynamism 
and the democratic fabric will gel 
dehinged and others will take that 
over This was a danger that we 
were nmninf into Anyway ♦hese 
are not quite relevant The point 
I am emphasising was this The 
freedom of express on freedorr of 
speech guaranteed by the lathers of 
our Constitution was and was to bo 
subject to certain restrictions How 
a mean has to be struck is what I 
have been trying to find out In 
1969 when we promulgated an Act — 
The Criminal and Election Laws 
Amendment Act 1969— certain 
sections were promulgated that we 
set up the Press Council machinery 
which should try to create a sort of 
code of conduct amongst the jour- 
nalists Such action is necessary for 
the purpose of preventing or com 
bating any activity prejudicial to 
the maintenance of communal har- 
mony and affecting or likely to affect 
public order, may by orde" in writ- 
ing addressed to the printer, pub- 
lisher or editor, prohibit the printing 
or publication of any document etc, 
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etc. It was done iq piucjj 

earlier than tbe promulgation oi th* 
emergencj, wh-^re the Congress as 
such was not in complete majority 
and it was done 'tvith the consent of 
everybody That Act, would show 
that there was an allround realisa* 
tion of the need lor restraints cn 
the freedom ©f press nd ezpre:>ston. 
The objectionab’e Act was anotaef 
attempt m the same direction. As 
I said this Act was promuTgated 
against the background ol Emergency 
and as the Emergency has been lilted 
this should also go 

Mr Chairman, 1 would like to say 
that it IS not as if arbitrary powers 
were given under that Act One of 
the chapters in this Act js regarding 
prohibition of prejudicial publica-

yellow journalism is before us Have 
we not seen how many innocent 
people have been the victims of this 
yellow journalism’ What is the 
guarantee? You carry on yellow 
journalism against persons Chara- 
cter assassination Is being carried 
out not necessarily of persons at top, 
but of anybody What is the guar, 
antee against it? What is the safety 
against it? Should there not be 
safety? Murder of a person is 
certlnly less cruel than the sort of 
character assassination which we find 
being practised In certain areas Is 
it not social menace? Is It, proper for 
us to cry out that the freedom of the 
press Is throttled If provlslcns are 
i£> jssssrlp yellow .toumalisniT 
Is that the freedom of the press? 
IVeedom of the press, a$ I under- 
stand, is a freedom in consonance 
with the common weal If you put 
It to me, the people In this election 
have given a maniate to the Janta 
Party I for one, although I belong 
to the Opposition Party, will not 
agree that the Prime Minister of this 
country, Mr. Morarjl Desal, so long 
as he enjoys the eonfldcnce of thU 
Hoiue can he denigrated. I am rot 


prepared to agree that he can be 
denigrated A certain image of the 
Prime Minister has got to be project- 
ed and has got to be maintained. 
Carrying on vilification against him 
certainly cannot be justified although 
it might serve my political purpose. 
WTien fhe people have given a 
verdict, when the people hav“ re- 
turned somebody when the people 
have given verdict for a particular 
policy, it IS the dutj of the mass 
media, of the press of the journalists 
and the writers of this countrv to see 
to a certain eortent possible — I do not 
say to the fullest extent possible — 
that they write in honesty to their 
service, for the projection of the 
image that the people wanted them 
to project If that has not happened, 
what IS the solution? Can you say 
In the name of the freedom of tJic 
press you can undeimme the country, 
undermine the people’s verdict, 
undermine the image of the Prims 
Minister and President of India? 
Can you permit it? 


I for one would say *No, must not 
be permitted’ That I 3 my humblo 
opinion. Therefore, what I am saying 
is, the proposition before us Is not 
So simple as many of my fnenda 
like you think. It Is like sugar 
quoted sort of shibboloth com 
log in bandy But let us not 
deceive ourselves by believing that 
this is such a simple matter Mr 
Somnath Chatferjee, a lawyer, Is 
here, Mr Hedge, the ex-Suprema 
Court Judge jj here Many such 
cases came* before him.

were pleased to say ihat the Navji- 
wan Trust had published a book and, 
therefore, it was being forfeited Let 
us try to see what was the nature of 
this book It was nothing else than 
the verbatim report of the judgment 
given by the Gujarat High Court in 
Bhumiputra case Bhumiputra had 
published a report of the speech de- 
livered by Shri M C Chagla at a 
seminar held at Ahmedabad Action 
was taken against Bhumiputra by 
the authorities They sealed the press 
Bhumiputra filed a writ petition in 
the Gujarat High Court and the 
Gujarat High Court gave its decision 
holding that the complained arti- 
cle did not fall within the prohibi- 
tion under law Rigid censorship 
rules had been prescribed, still, the 
publication of this article by Bhumi- 
putra did not violate those rules 
That was the judgment given, and 
the Navjiwon press did nothing else 
than to publish the whole judgment 
In its entirety, m deference to the 
public demand to read that judgment 
For publication, without any warning 
as I said earlier the Navjiwan press 
came to be forfeited.

were upholding the interests of Hail 
ions and Adivasis the very day of 
ih® declaration of Emergency was 
desecrated with the murder of a 
Harijan, IRey eaid that since presJ 
censorship was there they could n®* 
help Colliery after colliery was 
attacked by goondas and when 
asked them to publish it and focus 
attention on it as produciion was 
bemg hampered while you wanted 
more and more production for ih® 
maintenance of the country they asi^ 
they could not publish it because 
ther© was press censorship and f**®* 
if we should press them further they 
would themselves become victin'S 
That Is why you Imposed press ten 
sorship' When I was in jail, all tbc 
prisoners u'ed to be tortured r®^ 
larly One of our oldest friends whom^ 
we Used to respect a Moulana Sahetv 
was arrested though he was a sytu 
bol of harmony m the name of 
a member of the Jaroia Islamia. H® 
was 80 years old but he was assaulted 
with lathis Ultimately he fell W s''" 
the Government secretly arranged f®^ 
his burial on their own imtiativ® 
when they found that he was to d ® 
sooif He was secretly thrown out c' 
the jail and after a week he died » 
hospital But not a word about thtf 
came in the press That is why pre*^ ... 
censorship was imposed' Tn this waf 
7 can give you a senes of example*’ 

We had to spend perhaps one of 
longest periods fa jail That i* 

I aay In this bourgeois system In th® 
capitalist system we know that th 
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State power is in the hands of the 
Owning’ class Of course the Judi- 
ciary IS also not sacrosanct because 
they are also people with a particu- 
lar class interest and a class outlook, 
they are not angles as they have not 
fallen from the heavens But desiAte 
all these things, even in this system 
while the Congressmen were talking 
of a classless character of the society 
they themselves used this class sys- 
tem in a most offensive way I may

I know that the officer who passed 
this order had some compunctions — 
qualms of conscience lie thought lhai 
he would become notorious through- 
out the world for ages if he passed 
su h an order 'When he was asked 
to pass the order he wrote a note that 
what be was asked to dP was against 
law and there was no justffication, and 
yet he was told by the censors autho 
nty that be should do according to the 
instructions given to him. It ig not 
the wording or the phraseology 
standing by Itself which was con- 
sidered but the manner In which pro- 
visions were implemented 

There U another interesting case 
which I would like to tell to the 
House I can go on giving facts of 
eases which form part of record the 
proceedings of several High Courts 
It u not something which I can trying 
to draw on my imagination 1 want to 
tell you about the case of Indian Ex- 
press Friends opposite ask whether 
am a friend of Shn R N Goenka I 
would like to tell them, whether 
friend or foe they must recognise 
one thing that he has stood by the 
freedom of the press at considerable 
risk to his person and at considerable 
risk to his person and at comdcrable 
He has discharged his public duly at 
considerable nsk Let me tell you 
about the case which forms part of 
the record of Bombay High Court 
Anjxine of you who has got any re- 
gard for truth for public interest 
should try to read an affidavit in that 
case 1 would tell how the pre cen- 
sorship rules and press restncticois 
were operated to the prejudice of 
the newspapers who tried to do their 
duty within the four comers of these 
rigid rules The case that I am going 
to tell you about Is illustrative This 
la a part of that affidavit 
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In order to take over the control 
and management of Bombay office of 
the Indian Express Government 
managed to get some of its nominees 
appointed on the Board of Djectors 
The Chairman was Shri K. K Birla. 
He said that editor should go the 
next man should also go and someone 
who was fourtk Or fifth according to 
seniority should be made the editor 
tnUs was objected to What happened 
then’ The Government thq censorship 
authorities used io ask the news- 
papers for submission of galleys or 
proof of material that was going to 
be printed and published Other two 
leading newspapers besides Indian 
Express are the Tunes 0/ India and 
Free Press The Indian Express 
management as well as that of two 
other Newspapers used to submit 
tbeir copy for being scrutuused to the 
authorities What happened then 
most interesting The two other rews- 
papera would get back their copies 
after checking before 1200 O clock 
with the result that they would be 
able to bring out their papers at about 
5 00 0 clock in the morning and these 
were available (0 the public in the 
morning But so far as Indian Eiprc** 
was concerned, copy approved by the 
censorship authorities was not 
turned till BOO O clock next morning 
and the result was that the paper 
which was expected to be available 
at 500 or 6 00 O clock in the morn- 
ing could only come up in the after- 
noon to the public Express could not 
compete with the other newspapers, 
naturally vnth the result that Shrl 
Ramnath Goenka filed a writ peti- 
tion hi the Bombay High Oourt 
If I had the time I would tell the 
House how during the last 19 months, 
not merely the freedom of the Press 
but the independence of the Judiaary 
— I am referring to the Judiciary— was 
undermined and how its independence 
and integrity were also undermined. 
The matter came before a Judge s tt- 
Ing on the Original Side May I say 
that I am an ex-Judge of the Bombay 
High Court and so I know in what 
frame of mind the Judges were placed 
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during the emergency — the learned 
Judge hearing this petition on the 
Original Side could do nothing but 
pass an order xerLmng It to a Divi- 
sion Bench consisting of the Chief 
Justice and Mr Justice Tulppurkar, 
he refused to pass any interim order 
So, the Indian Express suffered 
for a number of days It could not 
publish its morning paper When the 
matter corre before the Division 
Bench, Mr Ramnath Podar was advi- 
sed to take courage, further courage 


AN HON MEMBER It is 
Ramnath Goenka not Mr Ramnath 
Podar 

SHRl NARENDRA P NATHWANI 
1 am sorry Both are my personal 
friends Let it be known I am not 
afraid of U He has tried to search 
rny records 

MR SPEAKER I am glad the 
Birlas are not your friends They are 
very happy that they are friends 
Mr K K Btrla is your great friend 
H he admits that Mr Goenka is his 
friend there is nothing insulting I 
am happy about it But you do not 
have the courage at least to say that 
Mr Birla Is your friend. 

SHRI NARENDRA P NATHWANI 
It IS a matter of personal knowledge 
I also know this You should alao 
know that the husband of the former 
Prime Minister of India was also a 
friend of Shn Ramnath Goenka. 

To resume my narration, at that 
stage Shn Goenka filed an affidavit 
on oath What I am stating is derived 
from that affidavit in which he has 
Stated that aftw the emergency, he 
was asked to submit to certain no- 
minees of the government become 
Directors and to take charge of the 
paper and if he did not comply with, 
the result would be that not only he 
but his son and daughter-m-Iaw 
would be arrested under MISA and 
he has also mentioned the name oi 
the Minister who held out this thread 
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So, the matter became very critical 
for the government They hod to meet 
tliat allegation m affidavit by filing 
an affidavit in reply and if that thing 
had happened, certainly, ithe court 
would have gone into that disputed 
question of fact, whether such a 
threat was held out or not The 
Government was obviously afraid of 
doing it They knew that the truth 
would come out So they considered 
discretion to be th‘* better part of 
valour and did not file a counter affi- 
davit They merely stated to the 
court to this efiect we do not want 
to dispute this writ petition and we 
promise that we would return the 

latenal or proofs of the paper with- 
in time And thereafter not only did 
they return it within time but they 
did not care to scrutinise the same 

That 15—1 am saying— how this 
power of trying to control and re- 
form the Press has been exercised. 
And the most simster part of the 
whole thmg is that all the^e steps 
were taken to curb the Press and 
prevent the people from knowing 
the truth— Why’ In the name cf 
strengthening the Press and streng- 
thening democracy This is the most 
sinister part How puerile, juvenile 
and chddish attempts were made 
not to allow the people know 
the correct facts even where no poli- 
tics was involved and where n® ques- 
tion of raising a voice of dissent was 
involved To what extent have they 
gone? May I give another illustra- 
tion’ 

I appeared as Counsel in one case 
A daily newspaper of Rajkot used to 
publish very useful items of news 
For instance once they published a 
news *tem that in a village near 
Surendranagar there was scarcity of 
water and that the authorities should 
look Into it because the people were 
eiqieriencing difficulty or hardship 
The Editor was asked not to publish 
such reports The Editor submitted 
bis explanation He soid in bis ex- 
planation that it was truth. He said, 

U It was false and If there u'ag na> 
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substance in it h© would be most 
willing to withdraw that statement 
But they sai*! nO He was told 'You 
must nOt publish truth, even slightest 
difficulty people experience should 
not be published during emergency 
Any inconvenience should not be 
published That is how the press 
was sought to be checked 

MR SPEAKER All these things 
are known to everybody Please con- 
clude Sms of emergency are known 
to both sides of thg House Kindly 
conclude

Shn Atal Behari Vajpayee, the 
hCnister of External Affairs made 
a statement m th© House on 1^1 
April, 1977 In regard thereto He 
inier alia, said that clarification lad 
been called for from Shn Kaul and 
"Shri Kauls contention was that ne 
had no intention of distorting the 
facts and that his remarks were 
based on the information then avail- 
able with him. Shri Kaul also sub- 
mitted that if his remarks based on 
incomplete information had hurt 
anyone, it was unfortunate but he 
had no Intention of making a wrong 
statement. Shri Vajpayee had stated 
that the remarks of Shri Kaul were 
not based on facts. 


I have carefully considered the 
matter In order to consti*ute a 
breach of privilege the impugned 
statement should relate to the pro- 
ceedings of the House or to Mem- 
bers in the discharge of their duties 
as Members of Parliament It may 
be seen that the impugned state- 
ment of Shn Kaul related to pobti- 
ca! leaders and not to Members of 
Parliament as such although Mem- 
bers of Parliament are also political 
leaders 

Secondly Shn Kaul s remarks 
were made in July 1975 when the 
Fifth Lok Sabha was in existence 
The matter cannot be raised as a 
privilege issue in the Sixth Lok 
Sabha 

In the circumstances no question 
of pnvilege is involved in the 
matter

eluded in the agenda for the session 
will be completed to day itself 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA- 
Mr Speaker, Six, under Rule 377, I 
draw the attention of the House to a 
matter of great public importance, 
nay of great importance to the demo- 
cratic process itself of which this 
House is the product 
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Though the elections to the Lok 
Sabha have been, by and large, fair 
and augur well for our democracy, it 
is learnt that the Election Commis- 
sion h3g received complaints about 
serious malpractices committed 
certain areas 

Some oi these malpractices which 
were m gestation for some time now 
seem to be coming of age, thanks to 
the perfection of technique achieved 
Iv its perpetrators And unless the 
Government maizes thorough enqui- 
ries into them and takes effective 
steps to prevent them In the future, 
what appears now relatively a small 
affair moy, very soon, assume grave 
proportions imperilling the democra- 
tic process itself 

Rigging is now being done m a 
well-orgasLed, pre-planned manner, 
and what is really disturbing,— with 
the active aid and assistance, or at 
least connivance, of the State machi- 
nery— is the manner la which they axe 
doing it 

I will begin with the Begusaral 
constituency which I have the honour 
to represent There men in Wgh 
authority had hatched plots with 
gangsters and anti-social elements 
armed with lethal weapons to capture 
booths on a large scale with the result 
that the administration and the police 
oIBcers merely looked ©o So much 
so that in the Sonapur booth of Begu- 
saral which was protected by four 
rifled men, the ballot boxes were 
snatched away by an armed gang 
end a repoll was ordered But, 
strangely enough, no enquiries were 
made as to how such a loot could be 
perpetrated 

Notorious antisocial gangg grmed 
with nfles and sten guns moved from 
booth to booth like an Invading army 
With a number of vehicles led by a 
pilot Jeep in order to intimidate voters 
and presiding officers and to capture 
booths. The Government had com- 
pletely abdicated its functions in 
favour of thig gang in thlg entire belt. 

At one booth a presiding officer told 
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me alter seeing the rifles of the gang- 
sters that he would have been happi- 
er If the bullets pierced his heart 
instead ol destroying democracy The 
Election Commission was inlorni- 
rd o£ the ballot boxes having been 
lahen out at an urauthonsed place a\ 
the district headquarters and tamper- 
ed with The evidences supporting 
this were preserved £or some time 
for inspection hy the Election Com- 
mission but nobody turned up to loolc 
into the complaint At one booth 
Katari in this very constituency the 
polling was completed by the gang- 
sters ot a local MLA by 7 30 A M. 
when the polling starts and ultimate- 
ly a repoll had to be ordered Alto- 
gether nearly 150 booths weTe cap- 
tured in this Parliamentary Constitu- 
ency In the adjacent Ballia constl- 
tuerey situation was had that 
eix persons lost their lives a result 
of shooting and bomb explosion 

Two candidates oj the Jebanabad 
and Sitamaibi constituencies were 
arrested ^n the polling daj because 
they were found terrorising the pol- 
luig parties and voters with the help 
of ur^cen«cd arms bombs etc 

In Banlca 13 to 20 booths were 
looted b> the candidate oppos«d to the 
Janata partv Trucks and vehicles 
were seized by the authorities lo 
which -were found unlicensed arms 
and bombs One bomb manufactur- 
ed by the supporters of a party can- 
didate exploded and two of the 'up- 
porters died, one instantly and the 
other in the hospital. 

The other glaring jastances are 
Dum Dum and Barrackpore In West 
Bengal, Amethi m Uttar Prade«b and 
many areas m Kerala The situation 
in the Ferozpure Constituency ©£ 
Punjab has figured in the press But 
I ■Witt not refer to It as the matter is 
sub judicc There may be other poc- 
kets too ^ 

All In all the malpractices Included 
seizure of booths by antisocial gangs 
armed with lethal weapons the ar- 
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two days before pol^ running away 
with the ballot boxes, the discrepan- 
cy between the votes polled as Pot 
records and the votes counted, the 
duplication of ballot papers on a 
large scale, taking out of ballot box- 
es at unauthorised places and tamper- 
Irg with them, and the making of 
major decisions and concessions to 
various interests by Governments 
which should function merely as a 
‘caretaker Governmenf during the 
elections 

It is necessary that the Govern- 
ment tnves'igate the«c cases fully 
and take ciTective steps to prevent

THE MINISTER OF INFORMA* 
TION AND BROADCASTING (SHRI 
L K ADVANI) I ^eg to move 

‘That the Bill to protect the pub- 
lication of reports of proceedings 
of parliament be taken into consi- 
deration” 

At this stag® at the very outset, 1 
have just a few remarks lo make 
During the period of Emergency 
there were three Statutes which 
curbed the freedom of the Press The 
first one was the prevention of Pub- 
lication of Objeetional Matter Act, 
the second one was the repeal law 
repealing the publication o' parlia- 
mentary proceedings immunity law, 
and the third one was the Press 
Council Act -which was repealed The 
first of these laws was repealed In 
this House yeseterday and today we 
are dealing with the second one I 
would think there is no controversy 
whatsoever in this regard. In fact, 
the immunity in respect of coverage 
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ot parliamentary proceedings was by 
virtue of the law enacted m 1956 
which 13 one of the very few laws 
that have been sponsored by non- 
official Members There are very few 
laws this nature and the cr^it of 

sponsoring this law goes to late 
Shn Teroze Gandhi who was a dis- 
tingiushed Member of this House It 
was adopted by the Parllamept In 
1956 Up to 1976 for a period of 
about twenty years I personally 
have imown of not a single instance 
where this immunity was m any way 
abu'ed by the members of the Press 
Corps But a blanket allegation was 
made against them against the entire 
Press community in the Statement of 
Objects and Heasons of the Bill that 
was moved by ray predecessor Shri 
Vidyacharan ShuWa It was said at 
that time in the statement of Objects 
and Reasons 

But actual experience proved 
that the privilege given by the Act 
was misused frequently end si’ste* 
matically Many newspapers re 
ported with impugnjty and often 
On the front page and with banner 
headlines such motivated and 
wrong charges levelled In *he 
parliament against different persons 
as would have invoked the laws of 
the lani Because of the protec- 
tion afforded by this law to the 
presa the persona affected were 
depriv-d of the remedy the ceun- 
tiys laws promised to vindicate 
their iiersonal honour The misuse 
of this privilege assumed exif®ordi 
nary ptoportloM during the last 
three years 


This V as the rationale that was effer- 
ed to parliament when this repeal Bill 
was riooted which repeal Bill w* now 
wart to set a-ido and rvstor-* the 
original petition As I said yester- 
day 1 total’} disagree end my Gov- 
ernment disagrees wi‘h the entire 
approach that if somebody fro-a the 
eppos te slda makes an allcgatfoa 
against us 
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SHBI K LAKKAPPA (Tumkur) 
The previous Government also sug 
gested that we should relax it because 
it was brought at the time of the 
Emergency 

SHRI L K. ADVANI I think I 
have made my point very clear So 
far as the Emergency is concerned, 
the Defence of India Rules took coC' 
plete consideratian of what the presa 
should do and there was no need for 
a Bill of this kind There was no 
need for a Bill of the kmd we r® 
pealed yesterday These two Bills 
were intended to make the Emergency 
provisions a permanent part of our 
set up They were intended to msti- 
tutionalisc the draconian policies of 
the Executive during the Emergency 
and therefore I feel St impera’ite 

SHRI K LAKKAPPA That was 
no the intention The security of the 
country and the integrity of (he 
country were the most important con- 
siderations at that time 

SHRI L K ADVANI 1 may point 
out that even tha earlier Bill as 

adopted bv Parliarrent (> e Feroze 
Gasdiu Bill) did not confer any 
blanket and absolute immumt} on 
the press There are limitations even 
on that privilege We Members of 
Parliament in this House enjoy the 
privilege o^ making statcoieiils 
without fear of becomfig liable for 
criminal and civ*il procee«ilngs but at 
the same thns, if any statemert made 
in Hie Hou3“ is Irre«portsib'e or d® 
famatory the Chair fans tho right to 
expunge such phrases or to as< the 
Memb-'r concerned to withdrav/ bis 
rerrarks There are scvenl prori 
siens In the Rules of the Hou«e 
to act as an effective curb o- ch®c<c 
on any Jrrespens ble and d^fawatory 
utterances 

Slmils'Jy as i ha^e said ths lai 
itself protidcd v,hllo bcs*owSng im 
T-unPv on the Press, for so many 
pro'^Isos — that tbe pubiint n mu^ 
ba a rjb'*anllally true end accura'e 
report, that the publication iruit bo 
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for the public good, etc It should 
not be with a view to blackraaWag 
any one or with a view to seeking 
personal vendetta or anything of that 
kind Thirdly the publication must 
not be actuated by malice These are 
specific phraaes that the i'erort 
Gandhi Act provided for and which 
we, while moving this Bill, have put 
forth before you la their original 
form There has been no change 
there has been no departure of any 
kind from the original Bill. 

Therefore I commend It to the 
House with all the emphasis at my 
command, and 1 hope that, as the BiU 
which waa adopted yesterday, this 
Bill also will be adopted unanimously

venture for self-employment of my 
two graduate sons, I asked them not 
to go m for a government job but to 
do a business of their own I hau 
started a small press and a smau 
paper and have been running it for 
the last 15 years

SHRI PURNANARAYAN SINHA 
(Tezpur) Mr Speaker, Sir, i come 
from a place on the India-China 
border Tezpur which waa threatened 
by Chmese aggression as far back as 
1'962. The then I^lme Minister, 
Pandit Jowaharlal Nehru, said on the 
floor of thfa august House that his 
heart went out to the people of Assam 
at their hour of peril when on 20th 
November, 1S62, Government had to 
evacuate the administration from 
Terpar The Local Government 
obeyed but We refused and we tried 
to keep up the morale of the people 
1 come from that area 

(Ma DcpuTY-SpEAKtR in the Chatr) 


About 14 months back, I was de- 
tained by the Government for pub- 
lishing a story about the pompous 
marriage of a Congressman. It was 
supposed to be an objectionable 
matter for the party in power a^io, 
therefore I was put behind the bars. 
My sons were in charge of the press 
and were managing the paper In my 
absence Never b^ore have Govern- 
ment given any advertisement or 
newsprint quota to this paper Aftef 
14 months of detention, 1 was re- 
leased about the end of January when 
I contested the election and I have 
been fortunate enough to come to 
this House to put forward the dlfS- 
culUes o* the people of Assam who 
have been neglected aU these 25 or 
30 ycara. There has been no develop- 
ment In that area We have heard 
another hon. Member speaking about 
the difficulty In getting drinking 
water supply For everything for * 
Iwldge for a university, for a refinery 
for a road, for extension of the broad 
gauge railway line from Bongaigaon 
to Gauhatl, for everything tb® 
people of Assam have to organlte 
agitations. Without agitation, the 
people of Assam have got nothing 
For the refinery at Gauhati the 
people of Assam agitated We were 
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sent to jail /or six months lor making 
the demand before the Deputy CoBi« 
missioner’s office. Onlj thereafter 
we got a small refinery at Gaulmtu 
The bigger one was gi\en to Barauni 
m Bihar. Subsequently, one was 
Jiowever, installed at Bongaigaon 

Assam is connected to the reat of 
Jndia by a forty mile corridor over 
the North Bengal area For a broad 
gauge Ime. the people of Assam have 
been agitating for the last ten years 
This is the position there 1 come 
drom such a backward area 

Now. I would tell you what hap-* 
pened about the press For anything 
that we wanted to publish during the 
emergency, a Suh-lnspector of police 
would be sitting in the press to censor 
that material. He may be barely a 
matriculate or who may not have any 
idea of the principles and saence of 
censorship and national «ecuritv, but 
all the same, he was there i publish 
a story about the fact o* a Congre*s 
MIA having celebrated a pompous 
marriage M> idea was to focus the 
attention of the peoptc the need 
of austerity. The result, however, 
was that t was detained because tbat 
was considered something obj*c‘Jona* 
bic There has thus been a lot of 
repression of the press during the 
cirergency There are a few papers 
in our area end there are also a few 
lakhs of readers Vt'e have not been 
able 10 bring about any development 
in thfa regard. On the top of that 
tl ere V ere So many restrictions 

I happened to see a small Look 
published by DAVP about the freedom 
of press In India. It has been slated 
la that book that the freedom of press 
Is ensured vmder Article 15 of tho 
ConstiluUott o* India and that the 
Covemeenl have never Inlerfe^ 
with the functioning of the prw Un* 
foftLr.ately, i have not brought that 
bofk with m* today, 1 read It 
yesterday As we taow. du’lag 
Eirergeney, there wt'e a lot of re- 
•trictlomi on the hut after l»«e 
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elections were announced, the press 
has e'ojeye'i a little freedom. Thus, 
during emergency, whatever is con- 
tatneA ^ Article 19 oi the Conatitu- 
tjon, was being violated. 

Kotr, it is very good that the Janata 
Party Government has initiated action 
to rej^oal all those black laws With 
these words, j support this Bill which 
Is int^ded to restore the principles 
and tfbjectivffl of the Feroie Gardhl 
Act 

SHJII J RAMESHWAR RAO (Mah 
boobnSSar) Mr Deputy-Speaker, 
Sir, I would like to make It clear at 
the outset that I am not opposing 
this Put while protection is given 
for publication of parliamentary pro- 
ceedJpffs this protection imposes an 
obligation find responsibility on the 
press of correct reporting There 
should bo no svpprosjio reri and 
sugaeftlo falsi. While the Govern- 
ment should not censer pre<s report, 
ing of Parliament proceedings, the 
press or press owners should not 
censor or distort what is said by any 
member in the Ho/re la reporting 
statements made by Members on the 
floor of the House there should be no 
attempt to tear them oat of ccetext or 
dcUbcfotcly to give « wrong twist or 
interprtitaMon otherwise It would l>e 
misusing this privilege

The purpose of my saying all this

sition But let me warn the members

country like India where what is 
reported in the press is generally 
considered tnie, especially if it is 
defamatory, great damage would 
have been done How does Govern- 
ment propose to protect the innocent 
individual against his kind of black- 
mail’ As I said earlier, I am not 
opposing this Bill I wi«h to conclude 
by requesting the Government 'o give 
Some thought on how best we can 
prevent the misuse of this privilege

Mr Deputy Speaker, Sir, this 
has been constantly and all the t 
vl^tant to see that such policies « 
foUov.ed as wlU encourage the PUD“ 
sector and restrict the growth of tn 
monopolies. Sir, under the oover 
the present law, which was introdu 
ed during the Emergency, the 
deeds or the offences committ^ W 
the monopoly houses could nOt h 
projected to the outside world 
ough these issues were raised on 
Floor ot this House. As such. 
monopoly houses could escape irv 
the public criticism. I would like 
admit jhat even questions sent to 
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Parllarrent Secretariat in respect of 
monopoly houses had Pot been ad~ 
nutted all the time I myself faced 
this dilHculty 

Sir, this House had the privilege to 
expose the misdeeds of the monopoly 
houses for example Mundhra deaL 
The name of Shri H M Patel the 
present Finance Minister had figured 
in the Chagla commission report coa- 
icerning Mundhra deaL This House 
had deliberated extensively on the 
Mundhra deal Thig subject had 
heen brought before this House 
by late Shn Feroze GandM and many 
ilimsters as well as officfers — of 
which Mr Patel I3 one— were expo- 
sed So Sir I would like to submit 
that whateveT we say in Parliament 
should be known, to the people at 
large and they be given an opportu 
nity to decide and make their own 
judgement 

Jn this connection I would also like 
to submit that during the Emergen- 
•cy many oSleera might have done cer- 
•t^ things. There should not be any 
witch hunting against such officer*. 
These officers aught have dong the^e 
-things under a certain political direc- 
tion You should not hang these offi- 
cers for that They will obey you 
also as they have to obey the politi- 
cal authority If you go on perse 
cuting the officers on 'every minor 
point then, I think, it will be harmful 
to you also as you will be demorali- 
sing the Adnuni«tration. How, take 
the example of 1947 At that Ume 
we knew the ICS officers were the 
collaborators with the British BaJ 
■They had persecuted the freedom 
fighters beyond their capacity Mr 
Patel was also oi*e sUch ICS offi- 
cers I am not blaming Shri H- M. 
Patel but let him examine Bis own 
old position under British Raj Later 
on he was associated with Munffiira 
deal 

But let him make an examination 
Ss to what happened ®Bd X hope be- 
ing a Minister of the Cabinet rank 
he wfil not agree for a witch hunting 
•of the officers who have done soms- 
-thlBg during the emergency It is a 
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political decision Thus I will make 
an appeal to the hon. Minister 

In this connection I may al«Q pomt 
out that ot the earber occasion hon. 
Alembers on this side drew the atten- 
tion of the Government regarding the 
railway accident Mr Madhu Danda- 
vate is a friend of mine l am not 
blaming him After the accident we 
found a name in the newspaper one 
Mr Balakrisbnan. The brother of 
another Member of this House Mr 
KadanapalU Bamachandran 13 Mr 
Balakrlshnan who was expected to 
come by that tram They were a 
little panicky because u was shown la 
the list as ‘Baiakrishnan Kaimanore 
Then I rank up Mr Dandavates oBlce 
The Minister was not available So 
I talked to his Ptivate secretary who 
was there 1 said, Tt 13 a very seri- 
ous matter that the brother of the 
hon Member Mr Balaknshnan ap- 
peared in the paper Do you have 
any information’” The next daj I 
found, to iriy regret there was tt® hi- 
formation no addresses of the people 
who were Involved m the accident 
who were killed or injured The Hall- 
way Minister must have the facts 
before him when guch a serious acci- 
dent occurred in the southern part of 
the country and the relatives of the 
people — some of them are from our 
constituency — may ask ua about It 
Of course I know Mr Madhu Danda- 
vate may be now to the Cabinet It 
may be his initial error he may cor- 
rect It later on But to my surprise 
the hon Minister

of the freedom of speech WJien the 
Bill was considered in this House in 
1955 the then Law Minister, 
Ikir Pataskar, said 

'T think this la very good Bill 
with a very good objective j com- 
mend the effort of my friend Shn 
Feroze Gandhi, whojias so ably put 
forward the BUI pf such an Im- 
portant nature I commend this 
to the acceptance of this House and 
I really appreciate the efforts he 
has put into a very right and im- 
portant BUI” 


That support tihlch was gnen to 
Feroze Gandhi’s BUI was withdrawn 
not surprisingly because the Congress 
o'' 1976 was much different from the 
Congress of 195G They had strayed 
f-cm the path of democratic process 
and devalued all norms of democratic 
life in this country One thing we 
used to hear so many times during 
the last House was that the Parlia- 
ment was s up reme Parliamentary 
supremacy was sought to be made 
clear by the way they were exer- 
cising the powers which the people 
had given fo them They Justlfled all 
the Draconian laws on the basis of 
the *maS3ive mandate* which they 
always reminded us during the last 
House, they had received But how 
they misused the powers which they 
had received from the peoplel This 
Parliament was made a rubber-stamp 
Parliament, I repeat They came back 
to the House in 1971 with the slogan 
of 'garlbi hatao’ ’The first thing they 
removed in 1971 was the personal 
liberty of this country by pasring that 
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black law called MISA, The Parlia- 
icent became their hand-maid All 
sort*) of Draconian laws like the 
Election Law Amendment Act, 42nd 
Constitution Amendment, Additional 
Emoluments Act, Press Laws etc 
were put In the Ninth Schedule, 
knowing that they were imeonstitu- 
tional and would be struck down if 
challenged before the courts This 
was all done in the name of main- 
taining parliamentary supremacy in 
this country’ Parliamentary sjpre- 
maQr according to them was the 
supremacy of an individual whose 
election must be upheld at all costs’ 
When everything was sought to be 
done in the name of the people they 
really hoodwinked the people because 
the people were their real target 
The people lost their freedom and 
liberty The people's representatives 
lost their freedom to speak That 
was the way they gave lip sympathy 
to the concept of pazli^entary 
supremacy Today we have se^n the 
Leader of the Opposition who has 
<ajd openly that they will oppose the 
CoostUution (Amendment) BiU which 
ha« been mtroduced in the House 
today They want to perpetuate their 
illegal rule in different States by 
e-rtending the mandate which the 
people had given them in 1971 From 
five years they have raised It to six 
years Now, they are afraid of facing 
the people Today, they want to take 
shelter under that illegal, unconsti- 
tutional bill which was bulldozed 
through this House taking the ad- 
vantage of people like Mr Vajalar 
Ravi, our good friend, who Is now 
talking so much eloquently abou* the 
freedom of the press and the Fero-’e 
Gandhi Act The only thing 'hey

ge*ting complete immunity they are 
ge'ting a free licence to print wliat 
ever they like this is absolutely mis- 
leading. The statute only extended to 
publisher of parLamentary proceed 
mgs a qualified privilege and not an 
absolute privilege The report must 
be substantially true and publi-ation 
must be for the public good and made 
■without malice To claim Immu-ity a 
report must satisfy all these three 
tests which have been laid in the law 
But *ee the anomaly that was creat- 
ed. Under Article 105(2) of the 
Cons’ituljon what we say In this 
House IS our privilege hat what we 
•say if that is published, is not a pri 
vilege Therefore, what was the neces- 
sary corollary o' 105(2) Of the Corsh 
tuUon namely immnmty given to 
^lembera of the House, was not being 
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extended in & practical sense to make 
It effective privilege and effective 
immunity 


During the last debate Shri Shukla, 
guilty of dishonourable conduct tried 
to justify that draconian law, the 
repealing Act by saying "This Bill ia 
meant to uphold the honour of tbs 
House and the honour of the MeQ 
bcr« of this House and also the 
honour of the citizens of the country 
by removing unwarranted to 
munity and privilege given to editors, 
printers publishers of newspapers 
wha can malign you In any manner 
tliey like ’ Per'ons guilty of dis-

saying that let us not get away with 
the idea that it is an elementary pnn- 
aple It IS one thing that is good 
and H is another thing whether it is 
a matter of privilege I am only 
saying that it is not a part of the par- 
liamentary pri' liege that the proceed- 
ings be published It may be that 
from the pomt of siew of the common 
good It must be published may or 
may not be, opuuons can differ 


Now, coming to this BUI. it seeks 
to protect certain things which pre- 
viously, had it not been for this BiU. 
would be actionable Let us see 
what exactly is that area where this 
protection is required It comes under 
the law of libel, slander and all that, 
it comes under the law of defamation. 
What exactly is that category of things 
which need special protection* 
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good faith any opinion whatever 
about a public servant, m his conduct 
as a public servant You can attack 
any public ser\ ant It need not cece 
ssanly be true it will still not be ae- 
famatory For the publication of that 
no special protection is neces*ary 
Thirdly it is not defamation to ex- 
press in good faith any opinion what- 
ever m the conduct of any person 
touching any public question There- 
fore so far as a public servant is con- 
cerned, you can criticise him and no 
special protection is necessary It f’ 
not defamatory, even if jour criticism 
happens to be untrue So far as a 
non-public servant is concerned, ycu 
can criticise him on his behaviour 
with respect to public questions. There 
also it IS not defamation It may ba 
defamatory in the literal sense, but 
not in the legal sense, and no special 
protection « necessary. 

Again, according to section 499, jou 
can criticise a public judgment, it is 
not defamatory 

So, what exactly u the class 
es which needs special protection 
This is the point that 1 want to era* 
phasire to which I want to draw the 
attention of the House 


Let us look to the penal law. the 
Penal Code What are the items o* 
defamation* Section 499 is there 
There are many sections and some ex- 
ceptions have also been mentioned 
For instance, it is not a defamation to 
impute anything which is true concer- 
ning any person, if it be for the pub- 
lic good. Now the Bill before ii» 
says that even if it is not true, what- 
ever it be. It can have protection only 
If it is for public good, not otherwise 
Even if you pass tha Bill, not any 
pubbcation gets protection you get 
protection only If it is for public 
good.

N 
that statement la true then also it 
protected if it is untrue, then alone 
special protection becomes necessary

part of the privilege of this House f 
that you attack a private citizen wW 
has nothing to do with public conduct 
who is not a public servant at all ao 
attack him with allegations which ar® 
untrue which are proved to be 
true, and you carry on that attack 
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SHRl S KUNDU Who proved it» 

SHRI C M STEPHEN Which is 
substantially untrue If it is true, you 
are safe, it is not defamatory If it is 
untrue, then alone it becomes defa- 
matory 

SHRI S KUNDU It cannot be 

SHRI C M STEPHEN If the 
attack IS against a nOn politician, a 
non-public man, if the attack i3 
against, a non Goiernmcnt servant, 
non-public servant, if the attadc la 
against a private individual and the 
allegation is not true, then the publi- 
cation becomes actionable, coming 
within the definition of section 49J> 
That alone needs protection 
The simple question I *m putting 
before the House is, is that sort of alie- 
gatiori to be encouraged’ I would 
beseech Mr Advanl to pouit out a 
case otlicr than that which l have 
mentioned for the publication of which 
special protection is necessary This 
IS the only case as far as my Informa- 
tion goes 

Therefore, because there is a Parlia- 
ment here, because we have immunity 
here, you can make an attack, nobody 
stands in the way, and that can go 
into the publication of this parliament 
but If It goes into tlie newspapers, 
what is the protection of that indivi- 
dual’ That individual has absolutely 
no protection, there is no action wWch 
he can take Is that the state of 
affairs to be permitted’ Ij that to be 
encouraged’ Is that contributory to 
the common weal? That is the simple 
question that 1 am putting forward 
I am inviting your attention to rule 
353 of our Rules of Procedure. 

“No allegation of a defamatory or 
incriminatory nature shall be road* 
by a member against any person 
unless the member hag given prc' 
vious Intimation to the Speaker and 
also to the Minister concerned eo 
that the Minister may be able fo 
make an Imcstigailon into the mat- 
ter for the purpose of a reply’* 


(Protectioii of 9 .^ 
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In my experience, and I hope I 
will be sustained by the other Mem- 
bers of this House this provision is 
as good as dead if you want to 
make an attack against a non-enfity 
who fifes not come under the catego- 
ries I have mentioned, the rule says 
that you should give notice to the 
Speaker and the Minister concerned 
about the allegation that you are go-

Vlbat is the investigation that the 
Minister is going to make, how is> he 
interested in replying to it, how is 
the individual to be protected?

(Cann^norc) I rise to support this 
Bill Immediately after Emergency 
was declared the Government had 
brought forward two obnoxious Bdla. 
One wtis the repeal of the Feroze 
Gandhi Act and the other was the 
Prevention of publication of Objec- 
tionable hfottor Act At that time also 
we made jt clear that our Party was 
opposed to this measure and we made 
It clear because of the very fact that 
in a democracy the funotioning of 
Parliament should not be kept a secret 
from the people The people should 
come to know what is happening in 
Parliament and the Press should be 
ble to report without fear what are 
the demands voiced bj the represen- 
tatives of the people m Parliament 
tV’e feel that this Act prevented the 
Press from discharging its responsibj- 
lAy. 

Now, It was stated by my Hon 
friend Shri Stephen that even in the 
British Parliament m the ancient days, 
reporting of Parliamentary proceed- 
ings was considered to be a matter of 
breach of privilege In those days 
perhaps democracy as we understand 
it today was not existing Today, if 
tile representatives of the people who 
ace elected to Parliament come here 
and misbehave, then I am sure that 
the greatest guarantee is that the 
people will not elect them again bill 
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send them back to Parhament So, if 
the representatii es of the people are 
unworthy of becoming representatives 
of the people, that fact should also be 
reported to the people — that there are 
certain Members behaving in a man- 
ner which Is not worthy of the posi- 
t on thej are enjoying 


W hue supporting this Bill I would 
liKc to make one thing clear, that in 
a democratic si stem it is absolutely 
e'.'.ential that the people should know 
what IS happening in the Parliament 
and the Presa should be able to con- 
vey this information to the people 
Thu was prevented when the former 
Government repealed the Feroze 
Gandhi Act Today, 1 must say that 
it the Congress is forced to sit in the 
Opposition, one of the greatest contri- 
butory factors IS these two Bills be. 
cause, m the name of protecting the 
dignity of Parliament end m the name 
of protecting the dignity of Members 
Of Parhament, what was done was to 
keep the country in darkness as to 
what was happening m the Parlia- 
ment. This was not a thing which 
was expected when Emergency veas 
declared. While misusing the powers 
bestow ed under the Emergency, with 
a kind of anogans, they tned to ar- 
rogate themselves to a position of 
bemg protected from everything. The 
people rejected this and that rejection 
should come as a lesson to those who 
are in power and those who arc in the 
Opposition, In this country our people 
arc mature enough to understand how 
the Parliament should function in a 
democratic set-up and what should be 
the responsibility of the Members of 
Parliament This Dill in my opinion 
otters a proper balance so that the re- 
presentatives of the people who crane 
to this House will speak freely what- 
ever opinions they would like to voice 
in this Parliament on behalf of the 
people while the Press will be free 
from fear In reporting it That is the 
greatest contribution of this Bill The 
press Will be free from fear to report 
back to the people that this is what 
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their representatives are doing in Par-

Ur Stephen was saying that there 
are other laws by which the freedom 
of the press could be protected They 
are not enough In a democracy, if 
the press has to report and then all 
the time they have to keep themselves 
under fear whether there will be a 
defamation case I do not think that 
the press will be able "to discharge its 
duties This was exactly the argu- 
ment the Member was advancing 
when the Bill was introduced during 
Emergency, this was eicacfly the 
defence put forward by the then Min- 
ister, Shri V C Shukla. that the press 
could report and then face the pro- 
ceedings in the court if they violated 
the law of the land That should nol 
be the case of the press in a demo- 
cracy That is why, we support this 
Bill This IS the greatest guarantee 
that what we are doing in this House 
will be reported to the people fear- 
lessly by the press. 

Another point I would like to make 
in this connection is this Now the 
press Will be free — after we have 
enacted this legislation. I do 
know whether it is a fact, but I hear 
from some pressmen that the I<ok 
Sabha Secretariat is often imposing 
several restrictions on the press when 
they are reportmg matters about the 
proceedings of the House I reQU®** 
the hon Minister to look into that, 
because, that would be some kind of 
a harassment of the press If it i® 
not true, he may make it deaf .

Iste Shn Feroze Gandhi who. with 
his very characteristic outlook ot

*ense of understanding of democracy 
at the grass-root level and at the 
national level, was responsible for 
bringing the original Bill in 1956. and 
I must pay my tribute to him once 
again 1 had the privilege of knowing 
him closely, and I atn sure, his spirit 
and soul will rejoice on our having 
brought this measure back on the 
Statute Book. 

The great tragedy was that the pre- 
vious Goiernment brought their Dill 
and got it rushed through in such a 
mad hurry that, although some of us 
on this side of the House, le the Op- 
position, opposed It they were not 
mindful of any opposition, they were 
completely drowned, I would say, in 
the arrogance of power, they were 
more than drunken m that mentality 
of absolute power. Their Bill meant 
a kind of barrier between Parliament 
and the people, because the press was 
being gagged, it was an unbearable, 
unpardonable and unjustifiable wrong 
I am glad that that wTong has now 


been righted by the present Minister 
of Information and Broadcasting 

The word ‘Parliament’ has come 
from parley which means ‘to talk’. I 
remember, the late Deputy Prime 
Minister of Britain, Herbert Morrison, 
— under the Labour Goiemment of 
Prune Minister Clement Attlee— once 
described the British Parliament as a 
talking shop, not m the sene© that we 
talk shop here We do not just talk 
shop, we talk here business, meaning 
people s interests and welfare, so that 
the business goes back to the people, 
and people bring their own business 
back to us which we bring to the 
notice of the Government We talk 
here so that it is reported there m the 
homes and huts of the countless 
people ot our country, and that work 
13 done through the press media Wc 
are the spokesmen, we are the va- 
chaspatts, of our voters, of our masters, 
and if what tbe taehaspatis or the 
spokesmen talk here is not reported 
back to the masters in their huts and 
homes, then what is the point in hav- 
ing this sovereign Parhanrent* 

1 would conclude by saying tha\ the 
Members of Parliament and fbeir 
constituencies, and the Members of 
Parliament and our country, can be 
combined only by a process of com- 
munication and contact and this com- 
munication and contact between the 
rulers and the ruled is possible only 
if full and continuous courtesy and 
consideration are extended to the 
citizens of our Republic, who arc both 
our voters and masters 

I-astly, I cannot resist the Icropti- 
tion of paying tnbutc to many of those 
Journals, both underground and on the 
surface, which carried the mcsssge of 
several of us In Parliament, even 
though it was a truncated Parliament, 
men though It was a subservient 
Parliament, to the people.

Following the sleep increase in the 
international coffee prices in the lat 
ter half of 19"5 the export duty on 
coffee had been increased from Rs 
50 per quintal to Rs 300 per quintal 
on 12 I^bruary 1976 The current 
price of Uganda Robusta Coffee In the 
London market In February 1976 was 
around £. 850 per tonne From 
April 1976 world coffee prices again 
began to increase rapidly The 
shortage of stocks appeared also to 


be compounded by the operation of 
speculative forces which resulted m 
the price increase The price situa 
tjon In regard to coffee was kept 
under watch It could not however 
be said with reasonable certainty 
whether the increased prices would be 
sustained After climbing to a level 
of nearly $ I 600 at the end of June

The reason for this 
price hike in the intema*ional mar* 
hej IS that there was a frost in B*aS“ 
in July 1875, which destroyed 
70 per cent of the coffee crop 2«* 
civil war in Angola and the earth* 
quake m Guatamata, floods m Colum- 
bia and Mexico and drought m Soul 
Africa are some of the major c®*’^** 
butorj factors for the deelire i" 
coffee production Hence the 
national pnee of coffee went uP 
took the best advantage of these pr^ 
vailing situations outside the coun-ry 
and we could sell our coffee at higher 
prices But the redeemmg feature 
Was when the coffee export duty f 
raised m Feuroary 1376 to Rs. 30® ^ 
qumtal, at that time about 4^ 
tonnes of coffee was already tn t 
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pipeJine The duty which 'Aas raised 
in February 1976 did not cover the 
quantity of cofle© v.hich v.as already 
in the pipehne, neither the exporter 
oor the country which was importing 
coffee did accept 'o bear th© increas- 
ed export duly Then came the ques- 
tion as to what is to be done with 
this quartity of coffee which was 
already in th® pipeline May r remind 
the House that mspite of thess things 
the internal market price of coffee 
had been maintained for such a long 
tune ard it was fourth of the 
pnce that was prevailing in the inter- 
national market

The whole logic behind this dedson 
at one time 1 am sure and 1 have do 
hesitation to reassure you was jn the 
context of certain transcient and 
passing phases: In 1971—73 the 
coffee crop was around 180 thousand 
tonnes and we had great difl'culty in 
finding the export markets at that 
time 'We had to make great efforts 
then and We were able to export 23 
thousand tonnes of coffee and our 
realisation was less than Rs 18 crores.

aright the realisation \ as nearly 68 
crores and our export was to the tune 
of 60 thousand tonnes We are just 
now able to establish the foothold ioX 
Indian coffee Brazil Is the mo^ 
Important producer of coffee They 
had a frost and their crop was almost 
destroyed Actually if you go Into 
the statistics you will And that Indian 
cron 1* only 18 per cent of wha‘ M 
produced in Brarll Just because th“ 
Brazilian crop is affected even to 
some extent which is a huge quantity, 
perhaps it may look as if Indian 
coffee is getting higher return It w 
just getting out of frost which u a 
natural phenomcnor If you h^ 
our financial policy on certain pawing 
phases it will have disastroufl affect 
on the farming community Froni 
3000 to 13 000 per tonne i» a very 
drasti increase and it will have a 
crippling effect. 


There is “ rotion prevailing among 
many of our friends fhat coffeo is * 
planters item. It is tiof » It is ■ 
farmers’ item. There are 280 big 
planters in this country and P**' 
eent of the coffee is produced by more 
than 66000 small holders and so f®‘ 
Us not be under any Illusion that this 
duty will be passed on to the e*" 
porters It will come straight on the 
head of the coffee farmers. 1 would 
request the hon. finance Mimster t® 
review the whole position so that a

In 1972 there had to be 
a floor price which indicates that the 
prices were \ery low Subsequently 
there have been ups and downs Now 
they hate Imposed a duty which, as 
he pointed out cummulatlvely comes 
to Rs 60 000 per tonne Even after 
the reduction it comes to Rs 10 ISO 
or so per tonne That Is the present 
position. 

You wUl reah*e next year tliat Ois 
production has absolutely crashed. 
Becau'e of climatic conditions Bn<i 
pests the production has completely 
crashed In order to Improve 
djction, the farmer is putting in a let 
of inputs the price of which is rather 
high Tune was when cardamom was 
just a forest growth. That is not the 
position now Today the plant has 
got to be meticulously taken care of 
This is a time when the farmer has 
to take care of every plant meticu- 
lously and money has got to be oump* 
ed to su«taui the production of the<e 
plants If you impose custom duty 
merely because there is a spurt in 
the prices it is rather too unkind 1* 
IS due to shortsightedness.

What is the additional care a 
farmer is taking of about it? What is

If somebody goes into it, he will 
find that the farmer today is in the 
red, he is not on the profit side be- 
cause of the fall in production, 
because of tbe increase in the cost of 
production The Go\ emment of India 
took a View about bringing down the 
custom duty from Rs 50 to Hs 10 
They gave an «planalion, a valid 
esplanation that U became necessaT 
because of the accumulation of stodl^ 
because of the non-lilUng of the stock 
and so on Therefore, that became 
necessary 1 suppose, the position 
today 15 that the duty is Bs 10 and 
not Bs 50 Suppose this Statutory 
Besolution is here purely because 
whatever duty has to be imposed, it 
has to come before Parliament and 
therefore It has come But I suppose 
this takes effect as on that date What 
Is now in force Is 1 suppose, Ra 10 
per quintal If on the other hsnd 
Bs 50 per quintal is to be the doty, 
it will be outrageous completely de- 
vastating dangerous and what not 
Even that Bs 10 per quintal is quite 
unbearable 


Anyway, I must congratulate the

SHRI C K. CflANDRAPPAN 
(Cannanore) ilr Chainnsn Sir, I 
share the views expressed by my hon. 
fnends here by bringing fonvard 
certain points to the hon Minister for 
his kind consideration 

My feeling is that the Goyemment 
IS trying to take advantage of the 
coffee cnsis all over th© world. This 
crisis mil not last long The crisis 
as has been pointed out by tny hon 
inend Chandre Gowda is due to 
certain temporary factors There v-as 
a severe frost m Brazil The coffee 
production fell 70 per cent and m 
terms of quantity it was a Ml to 
the tunc of 7 million bags of coffee 
Then, there was a civil war in Angola 
It is over now I think, they will 
produce more coffee in future Tut~ 
Iher, there was flood and drought in 
certain Latin American countries Atl 
these are certain temporary pheno- 
mena vhlch these" countries would 
overcome very soon. All this created 
a condition of crisis in the world mar- 
ket of coffee Today the coffee price 
has therefore gone i-cry high and the 
Gevemment s only argoment whl-h 
the hon JOnlster has put forwaid 1 
that the ciporiers arc riming more 
than tv bat they osed to cam and that 
naturally, a share of It should come 
to the Covemment 
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Nobody will object to that Nor- 
mally, if there is a windfall of profits 
to the exporters of coffee, it is \ery 
legitimate and we would support the 
plea that a major share of it should 
come to the Go\erDinent. But Jf you 
take the official view of it, it is not 
so Even the Coffee Board says that 
It is true that most of the growers 
are 'mall growers They say that the 
growers may get a return higher 
than the cost of production but not 
appreciably higher I am quoting 
from the Coffee Board records from 
the speech of its Chairman What 
does it say? It says that they ore 
getting slightly more than the cost of 
production it is not appreciably 
more So, the profit is made else- 
where Utilising the crisis in the 
coffee market the profit is made by 
exporters and that too for the time 
being I think, on that basis, the 
Government should not base its policy 

In one of the coffee producing coun- 
tries m Columbia, the Chairman of 
the Coffee Producers' Federation says 
that he was sure that the shortage 
of coffee is temporary Therefore^ 
the Government should not base their 
policy on these temporary factors I 
would, therefore, appeal to the lion 
Minister to reconsider the question of 
imposing additional excise duty 

Another thing that I would like to 
bring to the attention of the hon 
Minister is that in our country too 
the production is falling I do not 
know whether this has come to the 
notice of the Government. In Wynad 
itself, in my constituency m north 
Malabar, there are lOOOO acres of 
coffee plantation which Is affected by 
mealy bug which is described in the 
Economic Times as a deadly parasite 
This has brought down the production 
of coffee in Wynad In Kerala, Wy- 
nad is a centre where a large number 
of small growers are contributing 
largely to the coffers of this country 
by producing coffee About 2000 to 
SOOO tonnes of coffee is the annual 
production loss there today and, in

terms of money, the loss of foreign 
exchange earnings, it will come to 
about Rs 4 crores per year That Is 
how the internal production has come 
doivn The hon Minister should also 
know the magnitude of the fall m pro- 
duction There used^nto be the pro- 
duction of 50 to 60 tonnes of coffee 
in a plantation of one hundred acres 
Today, fhe production has come down 
to 10 to 15 tonnes That Is the magm- 
lude of the problem resulting from 
this parasite infection. So, taking this 
opportunity, I would like to make an 
appeal to the Government to take 
certain steps Firstly, for giving loans 
and other assistance to the planter^ 
who are largely small planters to 
replant their plantations Secondly, 
for sending a team of the ICAB to 
study and propo'e measures by which 
they can overcome this crisis Lastly, 
for setting up a coffee research centre 
at Wynad so that a long-term solu- 
tion can be found for this problenu 
I am suggesting this because you are 
now going to tax heavily and g«t » 
lot of money A share of this should 
go to the producer, the small fanner 

So my first appeal would be dont 
base your pobey on a temporary 
phenomenon and increase the export 
duty The Minister may kindly con- 
sider this Secondly from the amount 
of duty which you will be getting, a 
share should go to the small grower 
so that the country will benefit ulti- 
mately because the production of 
coffee will go up I hope the hon 
Minister will consider this favourably 
With this appeal I conclude 

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI (ChlraTin- 
kll) This Resolution which is before 
the House is a decision taken by the 
previous Government I am grateful 
to the Hon Minister that when we 
met him last tune to represent the ^ 
grievances of the gitiwrs due to ts* 
duty Imposed on them, he ossured us 
that he would look into ft 

My view as that what is barfuJ 
to the interest! of the growers ** 
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harmful to the laterests of the country 
al$o as it would ultunalely affect the 
foreign exchange position. I would 
like to make a suggestion that before 
taking decisions for imposing duties 
on such items, you may please con- 
sider the views of the Statutory 
Boards constituted by the Government 
itself There is the Coffee Board and 
the Cardamom Board etc Vour own 
Government nominees are Chairmen 
of these Boards and the majority of 
the Members are also Government 
officials So they can represent the 
views of the Government on these 
Boards tvhich will make their recom- 
mendations They can at least express 
their views on the views of the 
Ministry I wish that hereafter you 
would take into account the views of 
the respective Boards — Coffee, Carda- 
mom, Coir ^ whatever it may be 

Kow, 1 am not going into the statis- 
tics as It has been quoted here already 
But X would say that the present 
situation Is due to natural calamities 
The condition qf the Arabian market, 
the civil war in Angola etc were res- 
ponsible for this rise m the Interna- 
tional market This is not a perma- 
nent phenomenon at all Even Brazil, 
which IS the largest coffee growing 
country in the world, has contributed 
very little to the world poo! and uIU- 
mately the prices went up 

We earned good foreign exchange to 
the tune of Ks 65 cmres year before 
last and now we are expecting to get 
Rs 100 crores this year But this 
Will really affect whom? It is not 
the exporters who will be affected 
The Coffee Board has Its own system 
of pooling and auctioning. Even in 
exports the Government Board bss 
done good work in the last two years 
It has entered into a contract with 
socialist countries and has captured s 
market 

Now, there is the Pool Fund which 
If I am not wrong, is to the tune of 
Bs 12.5 million. We have to pay this 
duty fro m the Pool Fund, which will 
effect about 86000 farmers. So, the 
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deficit IS sought to be made up with 
the liUle money that the poor farmers 
are getting I request the hon Minis- 
ter to take into account these facts 
and also the difficulties faced by the 
small growers and to see that this is 
«Uhdrawn as early as possible Here- 
after the opinion of the Board should 
be taken into account 

Lastly so far as cardamom is con- 
cerned, at present it has been reduced 
to Bs 10 It IS a problem concerning 
the States of Ker^a Karnataka and 
also Tamil Nadu I hope, the hon 
Minister will stick to Rs 10 and will 
not increase it further It 13 because 
of the efficient work done by the 
Cardamom Board that this position 
has come I should give a word el 
praise to the Cardamom Board for the 
good work done by them 

Once ogain I would appeal to the 
bon Munster to take into account the 
fact that, when we increase the pneo 
in the international iharket our pro- 
duct may not ^e competitive in the 
intemutional market and ultimately 
we may lose foreign exchange because 
the entire product may como back to 
the internal market. Bspeciaily In 
the Umted States, the biggest coffee- 
consuming country, there Is a propa- 
ganda that coffee Is a luxury Item. 

I hope and believe that the hon. 
Miidster, being a pracfiCdl man, wUl 
take all these facts into account and 
help the poor farmers of this country

Mr Chairman, 1 think that the Home 
Minister has already stated that there 
should not be any repetition. But my 
Party views it In this way that, *»»' 
reptiliously, the Government have 
brought forward these two Bills. 1* 
may have been done, according g* 
them, for various reasons, but I can 
only say that this is being done on 
political grounds, because the Forty' 
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Second Constitution Amendment Act

MR CHAIRMAN Now, we take 
up the next item Sh« Shanti Bbu* 
Shan 

THE MINISTER OF LAW. JUS- 
TICE AND COMPANY AFFAIRS 
tSHRI SHANTI DlIUSHAN) Mr 
Chairman, Sir, 1 beg to moTC* “That 
the BiJ) to provide for Authorities to 
deal with disputed elections to Pat- 
hament m the case o* Prime Minuter 
and Speaker of the Hoire of the Peo 
pie and for matters connected ther*- 
with, be talcen into consideration ’ 

I do not want to make a long speech.

submit the exercise of its privileges 
to a tribunal constituted by law 
which though composed of Itg ovm 
Members should be appointed so as 
to secure impartiality and the admi 
nistrati/n of justice according to 


the laws of the land and under the 
sanction of oaths The principle of 
the GrenVTlle Act and of other' 
which were passed at different tinrea 
*ince I" 0 was the selection by lot 
Of committees for the trial o elec 
tion petitions Partiality and in 
competence were however general 
ly complained of m the constitution 
of committees appomted in tht« 
manner 

and, in 1839 an Act was 
passed establishing a new s>s em 
upon different principle' mcrea'in" 
the rcsponsifailitj of individual Mem 
bet' and leaving but little to the 
operation of chance This pnncipl 
was maintained with partial altera 
tions of the means by which it was 
earned out until 1668 when the 
jurisdiction of the House m the trial 
of controversial election was trans 
feired by statute to the courts of 
law ' 

So Sir in England also earlier the 
Hou«e used to go into disputes in e 
gard to elections Later on, the Com 
miltees went into such disputes Even 
that procedure wa> found to be un 
satisfactory Thereafter the matter 
was handed over to the courts That 
was the position which was accepted 
In our Constitution originally I v a« 
only later on that Article 3’9\ was 
introduced As I said earlier we have 
already introduced a Con'btutiona! 
Amendment Bill for rectifying that 
position So far as this Committee 
was concerned thra was not considered 
a satisfactory authority which would 
command the confidence of the people 
The question was as to which aulbo 
rity should be substituted m its place 
We gave anxious consideration to that 
question and we thought since i was 
not possible to introduce High Court— 
ag it was ruled out by Article 329 \ 
which "aid It must be some authority 
other than that specified under Art! 
cle 329(b)— the only other authority 
which could command the confidence 
of the people would be a "till rupe 
rior authority namely a judge of the- 
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Supreme Court to be nominated by 
the Chief Justice of India That was 
the reason why this authority has been 
stipulated in this BilL 

Sir I would like to say — wnth your 
permission— that I am sorry that the 
other day when I introduced the Bill 
a question had arisen as to whether 
agamst the decision of the single judge 
of the Supreme Court a further 
appeal would lie and under an error 1 
had stated then that perhaps an appeal 
■would he under Article 136 I refer- 
red to the analogy of Article 133 and 
the Supreme Court decisions on the 
subject I am very sorry to say that 
1 had overlooked at that time that 
under Article 329 \ there 15 an ex- 
press provision saying that the deei- 
•lon of the authority *0 constituted 
shall be finaL I apologise to the 
HojS" for having made a statement 
■which was not correct Since the 
point was raised at th" spur of the 
moment I had owlooked that pros'! 
•ion in Article 329A.

Mr Chairman I om glad to note 
that the Minister of Law has admit 
ted that the Bill before the House is 
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wholly repugnant to the luniJnom

modify It to a certain extent why can 
not you mod fy It to a fuller extent 
and establish the principle of equality 
before the law on as high a ped-'stal 
as wo can because the House will agree 
that the Speaker of the House and 
the Prime Minister who were holdh g 
the offices at tl e time of elections ore 
on a different footing from tho c who 
were elected Prime Minister and 
Speaker after the elect ons wCre over 
Tf ercin 1 es the rulx because this Bill 
•ccks to pro\ ide for both contingencies 
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[Shn Han Vishnu Kamath] 

I now invite your attention to clause 
5 of the BiU the proviso thereto

The hon Law Minister has Iremen 
dous experience because he conduct d 
the election petition of Shn Raj Na 
rain against the then Prime Minister 
after the 1971 electwn A person who 
holds the office of the Prime Minbter 
at the time of election is in a differ 
ent category Because the Prime Mi 
nister can exploit the advantages ac- 
cruing to him on account of wealth 
money or position and other things 
But consider a person who fightj ihc 
election as an ordinary candidate like 
most of us who fought the election 
now^we have fought elections m the 
past also— and if after the election a 
person is elected as Prime Minister or 
Speaker how does it entitle him to 
be placed in a different category fnm 
other persons who fought the elections 
On the same battle field? I hope the 
hon Minister will throw some light 
on this matter because it is a Very 
important matter not that it is pro 
bable but it u not beyond the realms 
Of possibihly that w ithm a certain 
period of time, the party which has 
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come to power may elect somebody 
as speaker or Prime Minister and 
within a few days the candidate who 
opposed him might file on election pe 
tition against him but within the next 
few days either due to an act of Cod 
or may be for other rea'^ons the per 
son chosen as Speaker or Prime ^Rnis 
ter no longer may be holding that 
office Agam that means therefore 
the petition will have to be filed

1 am not a 
stickler of wordg either 1 take my 
stand on the Oxford Dictionary that

1 admit that 
both are permissible But i for one

Section 12A of the Food Corpora- 
tions Act, 1964, envisages the cxer- 
cbe of two options by th© employees 
firstly, whehier they would Ilk* to 
be transferred to the Food Corpora- 
tion of India or not, and secondly, 
whether thc> w-ould like to be gov- 
erned by the retirement and other 
terminal benefits in accordance with 
the rules and orders of the Central 
Government or of the Food Corpo- 
ration of India In the operation of 
the provisions of Section 12A certain 
practical dlfllculties havg arisen wCvtch 
have necessitated n further amend- 
ment of Section 12A of the Food Cor- 
porations Act, 1964 

The staff of the Department of Food 
was transferred to the Corporation 
along with the work in o phased man- 
ner and such transfer v>as completed 
by 1st March, 1969 However, it took 
some time to collect the necessary 
particulars end issue actual noUfica- 
bona with t,ie result that the em- 
ployees were unable to exercise their 
options for terminal benefits within 
a period of six months of their trans- 
fer as statutorily required under Sec 
tion 12A of the Act Difficulties fur- 
ther arose because some employees 
died Or retired before the issue of 
transfer notifications or exerebing 
options 

The IV^od Corporations (Amend 
ment) Bill, 1977, now before the 
House, seeks to remedy the difficulties 
mentioned above The Bill provides 
ihsti £i{ sieci-fiTg oiTOnefS" tri!! be gsivtt 
a fresh opportunity to exercise an 
option whether they will like to be 
governed by the Central Govern- 
ment terminal benefits or by the Food 
Corporation benefits It has also been 
provided that those who are yet to 
be formally transferred will also have 
f the same right to exercise the option 
■ within SIX months of the notification 
of transfer Those wfio have died or 
retired obvlouslv cannot make use of 
ihe amending provisions It has ac- 
cordingly been provided that where 
«uch petiins were able to exercise 


valid option these will be respected 
and followed In other cases where 
valid options could not be exercised, 
the Central Government benefits 
which are by and large more advan- 
tageous will be given There Is ade- 
quate iustifieation for doing so, as 
su(£i Food transferees were earlier 
Central Government employees and 
in the absence of an opportunity to 
give on option to the contrary, it is 
only fitting (hat (hey should be given 
terminnl benefits In accordance with

regulations 

The Bill seeks to cover the admi- 
nistrative difliculties mentioned ear-

There is a great danger involved We 
we a big riation and w© have to see 
that We are not exposed to the ma- 
nipulations of the great powers as far 
as OUT food economy Is concerned 
Therefore I am suggesting this for 
the kind consideration of the House 
The Pood CorporatldfiTTo day is cap- 
able of managing a very big bulTer 
stock but a number of aspects of a 
big buffer stock need to~be looked 
into We have never held such a 
huge buffer stock. So all the ImpU 
cations the monetary, financial and 
from the point of general economy 
have to be gone into and even the 
preservation of the gram which is 
to be a part of the bufferstock. With 
regard to storage capacity we have 
certain limitat ons because there ate 
certain inherent difficulties Despite 
all that we should contmue to hold 
a very large buffer stock go that we 
are not exposed to 'external dan- 
gers 

The Food Corporation of India has 
been playing an important role in 
giving marketing support to the far- 
jj mers of this country Had there been 
no Food Corporation in the field — I 
know there are certam weaknesses 
and certabi failures — but~ basically 
had there been no Food Coiporation 
In the market In a period when there 
Was a bumper harvest prices would 


have been depressed and farmers 
would have suffered This instrument 
of Food Corporation of India needs 
alt Our support and strength so that 
it becomes a very powerful instru- 
ment m support of our farmers 

With these few observations I 
would bke to give my whole-hearted 
support to the provisions of this Bill 
I would also like to assure on behalf

man of high culture and patience He 
kept Quiet Had 1 been m his place I 
would have sacked that officer who 
dared to behave in such an ugly man 
ner before his Minister This gentle 
man and his accomplice the Zonal 
Manager of the Eastern Zone of the 
Food Corporation Calcutta have taken 
a vindictive attitude towards SOO em- 
ployees of the FCI Employees Asso- 
ciations membership The legitimate 
trade union movement gnj activities 
they wanted to curb and in further- 
ance of that they have taken full 
advantage of the emergency situation 
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This Union never resorted to an/ 
strike They were always ready to co- 
operate with the government Be- 
cause this union refused to become 
their tool this gentleman sitting in
